Water Commissioners. 


The board of Water Commissioners of 
the town of Braintree has adopted a new 
schedule of rates, which went into effect 
on Wednesday, July 1. We congratulate 
the water takers of that town upon the low 
rates. Litigations over the purchase of the 
company’s works and with the mili owners 
were very expensive, yet the town offers to 
supply water much cheaper than does the 
Quincy company. Glance at these prices:

Each additional! faucet, 200 
One bath tub, 5 00 
One water-closet, of approved kind, 5 00 
When both bath tub and water-closet 

are used, for both 8 00 
Provided, that in no case shall the 

charge for the use of water by a 

private family, exclusive of hose 

and s'able, exceed 20 00 
Hose service, when used in connec- 

tion with dwelling house or other 

rated use, 400 


Braintree has to pump its water; and if 
it can afford to supply water at the above 
rates, certainly the Quincy company could, 
and should do even better, for Quincy is 
more thickly settled and four times as 
large. Water takers in this city some years 
ago sought to overcome the excessive rates 
and put in meters. For a time they suc- 
ceeded, until the company raised its mini- 
mum rates, and since then they have had 
to pay for water which the meters show 
they do not use. 

Situated as Quincy is, the only remedy 
now appears to be the purchase of the works 
of the company. ‘The city may have to 
pay for them more than they are worth, 
but that is one of the uncertain things. 
Certain it is, however, that if the city 
wants better and cheaper service, it should 
own the works, The mains should be ex- 
tended.

The committee appointed at the public 
meeting held Saturday, June 13, 1891, to 
interview the management of the Old 
Colony Railroad and endeavor to have the 
obnoxious time table of June 15 revised by 
the addition of more trains for Quincy, 
have attended to their duty and respect- 
fully submit the following report : 

In accordance with the sentiment shown 
at the piweting, resolutions, inviting the 
City Council to co-operate with your com- 
mittee, were submitted by Councilman 
Gray, of Ward 1, on Monday, June 15. 
After discussion in that body, during which 
the members from Wards 3, 4, 5 and 6 an- 
nounced that their constituents were well 
satisfied with the new time table as they 
had more trains than before, the resolu- 
tions were made to apply to the central 
station only, and then adopted. A com- 
mittee of five was joined to the citizens 
committee and General Manager Kendrick 
was interviewed Saturday, the 20th. Af- 
ter quite an animated discussion during 
which the grievances of Quincy were pre- 
sented to his attention, the committee re- 
ceived assurance from him that on July 
Ist, a number of extra trains would be 
stopped at the central station. That as- 
surance has now become a fact and four 
inward and five outward trains have been 
added to the previous number. 

In regard to the “‘workingman’s train” 
Mr. Kendrick expressed his willingness to 
meet a committee from the petitioners and 
make such arrangements as would un- 
doubetedly prove satisfactory to all con- 


; cerned, 


Your committee feel that while much 
has been accomplished in the matter of 
increased accommodations, yet the central 
station is not now receiving its just dues, 
and we believe a very short trial will so 
demonstrate this fact that the management 
will gladly grant at least three more trains 
in each direction. A request to this effect, 
together with one for an improvement in 
the quality ot the cars, will be submitted 
to Mr. Kendrick at an early day.

This is partially true. One cap was re- 
moved because it was found there was a 
seam in it; this is nothing strange, for 
quite often there is a seam in a piece of 
granite which is so hidden from view that 
it is unnoticeable. The other pieces re- 
moved were some of the mullion backs. 
The contract said these were to be twenty 
inches wide, which was what was furnished, 
but Contractor Cushing made a mistake on | 
some of them, for instead of having them 
in one piece twenty inches wide he had 
them in two pieces seven inches wide, 
which were not strong enough, and these 
were the other pieces removed, |

Hot Water il Headache. 


When oii will give relief, the fol- 
lowing manner of applying hot water to 
the base of the brain will almost surely 
destroy the congestion and ease the pain.

Now, pour the 
water, as hot as can be endured, in a small 
stream at the base of the brain, and let it 
go over the whole head. Use several large 
pitchers of the water. Now, dry the hair 
carefully with a soft towel, but do not 


Wrap the hair ina 
dry towel, and the patient will drop asleep, 
and wake free from pain.

The remains may be viewed 
at the parsonage on Friday from ten to 
twelve A. M."’ Thus ran the notice in the 
Blanktown Bulletin, and thus, and thus 
only, for the most part, was it brought to 
the knowledge of the Rev. George May- 
nard’s parishioners that his wife had 
passed away.

A Foreign Letter. 


| (From a boy making atour around the world.) 
Paris, May 24, 1891. 

My Dear Frienp: After leaving Mal- 
} again Spain, we went to Gibralter, Tan- 
jgiers, Cadiz, Seville, Granada, Cordova, 
Madrid and then to Paris, where we are 
now stopping foratime. At Gibralter we 
| saw the fortifications of the famous rock of 
Gibralter. In Tangiers, Morocco, we saw 
another fortification, and one in Cairo, 
also. In Cadiz we visited the large mar- 
kets and the ancient cathedral, and in 
Seville the Alcazar, an old Moorish palace. 

In Granada we saw first, of course, the 
celebrated Alhainbra; [ thought the build- 
ing very interesting. We saw the tombs of 
Ferdinand and Isabella in the cathedral at 
Seville, and their palace too. I forgot 
almost to say that we saw a bull fight in 


Seville and I would not enjoy seeing 
another, 
In Cordova we visited the cathedral, 


which is very large and very old, also many 
other interesting objects. In Madrid we 
visited the royal armory and stables, they 
were great sights. In the stables we saw 
the state coaches of mahogany, ornamented 
with silver, tortoise shell and ebony. 
There are 150 carriages in all. We took 
the train le luxe right from Madrid to 
Paris, where we have been staying since 
the 18th of this month. 

My mother, I am sorry to say, is not 
well at present. We hope she will soon be 
well again. We think of turning our steps 
next towards Russia, and expect to be back 
in New York during September. 

I am enjoying my stay in Paris very 
much, and I have three American boys to 
play with here. *f hope the number of 
prisoners is getting smaller in the New 
York prisons, but I am afraid it is not. 

We are to leave this beautiful city in 
about a week. So far we have not done 
much sightseeing in Paris, we have only 
seen the Louvre and have been to Ver- 
sailles.

Iwill now close this 
letter hoping it will interest you, and I

Water Street Hearing. 

At 8.15 as advertised a public hearing on 
the widening of Water street to forty feet 
was held. 

President ‘Thompson read the preamble 
and order and the return of the officer who 
had notified the abutters, and invited all 
persons at interest to speak on the matter. 

H. H. Faxon desired to see the plans, 
and a recess of five minutes was taken for 
that purpose. 

Mr. Faxon then wanted to be enlightened 
by the Committee on Streets, but no state- 
ment was forthcoming. He hoped the 
street would be widened to 45 feet certain, 
saying it would cost but little to 
move a building ten feet than five feet. 
Delays were dangerous, and anything less 
than 45 feet was a mistake. The 
should now be laid out wide, even if 
built at present. 

Miss Kincaide spoke for her mother, an 
abutter. The widening as proposed would 
cause great damage to her estate, 
both the house and store must be moved, 
which would seriously injure her business. 
Four valuable trees would be spoiled. She 
did not think necessity demanded that

the railroad should be widened. 

Chairman Jones of the Committee 
thought the Council was not required to 
make a report at thistime. The hearing 
was to hear abutters relative to damage to 
their estates, etc. Later the Council would 
decide how the work should be done and 
what damages should be paid. 

Mr. Faxon who owns a valuable estate 
on the corner, believed it would be bene- 
fitted by a wider street. Did not care if 
fifteen feet was taken, if he was paid pro 
rata with others. To Councilman Fallon 
who enquired how much he valued his 
land he said 30 cents, but would accept 
15 cents if others were paid pro rata, or 
even 8 cents. Believed estate would be 
worth more if street was 45 feet rather 
than 40 feet. It was not extravagant to 
widen to a proper width and it should be 
done at once in one job. No street should 
be less than 45 feet. Water street was 
going to be a main thoroughfare. 

Mr. McDonnell did not oppose the wid- 
ening, butit would be a great damage to 
his business, and he wanted to know what 
damages he was to receive. 

Councilman Bryant asked him for an es- 
timate of his damage, but he was non- 
committal. 

The hearing closed, and Councilman 
Jones moved that the whole matter be re- 
committed to the Committee on Streets to 
assess damages and report an order. 

Electric Freight Kailway. 

The Committee on Streets at the request 
of the chairman has granted permission to 
hold a five minute session, and the Coun- 
cil took a recess, 

On its return the committee reported in 
favor of a public hearing on the petition of 
the Quincy Electric Freight Company for 
August 3. 

Councilman Pratt opposed this undue 
haste. The matter should first be investi- 
gated by the Committee on 
Moved to lay report on the table.

Workingmen’s Trains. 


An enthusiastic meeting of the citizens 
of West Quincy was held Thursday even- 
ing at the store of S. B. Little, on Cope- 
land street. 

Some few weeks ago a petition contain- 
ing the signatures of 238 of the citizens of 
this ward was forwarded to the Old Colony 
asking that workingmen’s trains be estab- 
lished between West Quincy and Boston, 
and word having been received from the 
management that they were willing to re- 
ceive a committee to discuss the subject, 
this meeting was called to appoint that 
committee. 

Mr, T. L. Williams was chairman of the 
meeting, and Mr, J. E. Woddick, secretary 
Remarks were made on the subject by 
Councilman Little, Messrs, T. L. Williams, 
George L. Miller, James White, S. B. Lit- 
tle, D. H. Fitzgerald, and others. 

It was decided that the best time for the 
to run was to leave West Quincy at 6.15 
A. M., and leave Boston at 6.20 P. M. 

The following committee was then ap- 
pointed to wait upon the management:— 
George L. Miller, T. L. Williams and Peter 
J. Donahoe. 

After the business in relation to the 
workingmen’s trains had been completed, 
apreliminary meeting was held in regard 
to the formation of a business association 
to be known as the Citizens’ Association 
of West Quincy. Several of the gentlemen 
present spoke on the subject and pledged 
themselves to do all they could to enthuse 
the citizens of this ward in the formation 
of the above association. 

The gentlemen present decided to calla 
meeting for next Tuesday evening, which 
will be held at Donohoe’s hall at 8 o'clock, 
when officers will be elected and the bene- 
fits of such an organization will be fully 
discussed. A general invitation is given to 
all interested to be present at this meeting. 


City Property. 


The inventory of city property submitted 
to the City Council by Mayor Fairbanks is 
a valuable document, and if followed by 
future administrations will show the pro- 
gress of the city year by year in the ac- 
cumulation of city property. The last 
inventory on record is that of 1865, when 
the total was $93,250; the town then had 
a@ population of 6,718 and a valuation of 
$3,854,150. Five years previous the popu- 
lation was 6,788, valuation $3,716,850, and 
value of city property $63,200. In 1890 
the population was 16,711 and valuation 
$13,677,410. 

In twenty-five years the population has 
increased 9,993, two and one-half times; 
the valuation $9,823,260, over three and 
one-half times; and the value of city 
property $315,172.68, over four and one- 
third times. 

In 1860 if the public property was 
divided among the citizens each would 
have received $9.31. In 1865, the amount 
would have been $13.86. Today, on a 
basis of 17,000 population, $23.90. 

Some may argue that other property 
might be included in the inventory; for 
example, the Neponset bridge. Then the 
highways are increasing in length and 
being improved ; certainly they are known 
as “‘city ways."’ Thus there is much pub- 
lic property which is not, and cannot well 
be included in an inventory. 

Following is the inventory presented by 
Mayor Fairbanks : 

Central Fire Station. 

The main building is of granite and was 
formerly used as a schoolhouse, which was 
built in 1829 at a cost of $1142, including 
the land. Additional land was afterwards 
purchased for $500. Building arranged in 
1882 for the use of the fire department.

Remarkable Monument, 


Washington, D. C., July 8, 1891. A re- 
markable monument which Henry Adams, 
the historian, son of Charles Francis 
Adams the great, has just set up over the 
grave of his wife, who died in 1885 (as was 
given out at the time) of accidental poison- 
ing due to taking a chemical preparation 
used in photography by mistake, is attract- 
ing the curious to Rock Creek cemetery, 
and rapidly becoming the talk of the town. 

It is an elaborate structure of marble and 
granite, with an extraordinary bronze 
figure leaning against a high granite slab,a | 
long, low marble seat facing the figure. | 
The figure is by St. Gaudens, and repre- 
sents Despair. It is a lifelike woman, 
heroic size, whose expression and attitude |

The census office has just begun an in- 
vestigation which is likely to cause more 
dissatisfaction than any other branch of 
the work this bureau has undertaken. 

It is the inquiry concerning private in- 
debtedness, and while no direct complaints 
or protests have as yet reached the office a 
number of census officials do not hesitate 
to say that the inquiry isnot only without 
precedent, but that it is without justifica- 
tion even in theory. 

This branch of the census work was con- 
ceived by the census committee in Con- 
gress, who doubtless thought in the face of 
accumulative evidence respecting the con- 
centration of wealth in the hands of a few,a 
Statement with regard to the extent of 
private indebtedness would prove not 
only interesting but of value to the po- 
litical economist desiring to study and 
solve, if possible, the problems presented 
by the two conditions,

The inquiry which this act rendered 
necessary has just been started, and the 
work is being done under the direction 
of Mr. Holmes, chief of the division of 
farms, homes and mortgages.

New Electric Car. 


One of the handsomest of street cars 
which was built by the Burnham & Dug- 
gan Railway Appliance Company, arrived 
at Quincy Tuesday and was towed to 
Houghs Neck where it will be equipped for 
trial. The car is some three inches wider 
than the ordinary cars and is eighteen feet 
long and will seat twenty-six. 

The outside of the car is painted a neat 
white with gilt stripes and is numbered 1. 
The inside of the car is finished in natural 
cherry with oak veneer, head lining, the 
seats being richly upholstered in scarlet 
plush. 

The car was built by the above company 
to try the invention of John Christiansen, 
which is one of several electrical patents 
owned by this company.

Monuments Defaulted. 


Defaults were entered in the matter of 
two lots of imported finished granite in the 
United States district court Wednesday 
afternoon, and, therefore, the goods be- 
came forfeited to the United States govern- 
ment, and will be sold to satisfy the claim 
of the custom officers for duties. 

The first lot consisted of six cases, con- 
taining sections of New Brunswick granite, 
the whole comprising a finished monu- 
ment, which were seized by Col. L. M. 
Montgomery, special agent of the treasury 
department, on the 8th of May. The 
goods had been shipped by Messrs. Epps, 
Dodd & Co. of St. George, N. B., and 
entered at the port of Eastport, Maine, on 
a valuation of $200, and duties were there 
paid on that valuation. They were sent to 
Boston, and here the appraisers valued 
them at $586.12. They were detained in 
the custody of United States officers on 
Commercial wharf pending a decision. 

The second lot consisted of 18 cases of 
red granite, finished, which were also 
seized by Col. Montgomery on May 14.

The continued case of William De Costa, 
Henry Fraser and John Colligan for as- 
sault on David Crotty, at Wollaston, on 
the afternoon of July 4, came up for hear- 
ing Tuesday. 

The first witness was C. F. Wilde, who 
testified that he saw the parties get off a 
train about 3.45 o'clock.

Harry B. Sanborn saw a man strike 
Crotty twice, the second blow knocked him 
down and he got astride of him. The wit- 
ness testified that the man who struck 
the blow was Fraser.

Crotty strike Fraser on the 
head and then Frazer knocked him down, 

Crotty testified, he came out on train 


testified he saw 


first thing he knew Colligan struck him 
twice and Fraser also strack him, 

William De Costa testified he came out 
on train and crossed the track and started 
for home; hearing a poise behind. Fraser 
and Crotty had a row when Fraser struck 
Crotty. 

John Colligan testified that Fraser and 
Crotty had a row, witness did not know the 
cause of row; he called Fraser off and we 
started for home, when Crotty run after 
them and struck him in the back of the 
head. Fraser then knocked him down. 

Henry Fraser testified that. Crotty got on 
to the train at Atlantic, and began calling 
him names; when the train arrived at Wol- 
laston Crotty again called him names and 
the first thing he knew Crotty grabbed 
him; Fraser then struck him.

| square slab of polished marble, which rises 
a foot or two above the head. 
“The face is the face of death. The 
eyelids are closed, and the features bear 
unmistakably the ghastliness of the grave. 
It is a rare and wonderful achievement in 
plastic art. Seen the 
heavily shrouded figure conveys the same 
impression. It is as if the dead were sit- 
ling there against the shining marble, 
never more to stir limb or feature. Such 
a representation of departed life could have 
been achieved only by the first of American 
sculptors.

It is also demonstrated by the ther- 
mometers that the production of heat in the 
body is diminished rather than increased, 
though by its narcotic effect the sense of 
coldness may be overcome. We determine 
also by chemical test, that alcobol neutral- 
izes the gastric juice when present in any 
considerable quantity and diminishes its 
action in the digestion of food. It has also 
been determined by the lifting of weights 
before and after alcohol has been taken, 
that it diminishes and does not increase 
muscular power; but we have no such posi- 
tive mechanical and chemical tests to de- 
termine its action upon thought and feel- 
ing, upon reason and impulse, upon the in- 
tellectual and moral operations of the 
brain. 

Of its effects in this respect we must 
judge from our experience and our obser- 
vations upon functional manifestations, 
which are not susceptible of the same pre- 
cise measurements; and here conclusions 
are less capable of physical, chemical, and 
mathematical demonstration. But these 
experiences and observations are suflicient 
to prove to those who carefully observe and 
correctly infer, that alcohol as a beverage, 
however guarded the indulgence, is useless, 
injurious and dangerous; that its apparent 
beneficial effects are deceptive while its in- 
jurious effects are positive. 

Nothing outside of physics, chemistry, 
and mathematics, it appears to me, is 
more certain, and nothing in its bearing 
upon our individual, domestic, social and 
national life, is more important.

Making Perfumery. 


The perfumer’s art is not a diflicult one. 
When the delicate flowers, such as the 
rose, jasmine, tuberose and cassia, can be 
raised in abundance out of doors, flower 
perfumery for home use can easily be 
made. Secure as many sheets of glass as 
possible, and spread them cver with layers 
of pure beef or mutton fat, cut about 
quarter of an inch thick. Shed the leaves 
of the roses or flowers of any kind over 


a 


| the fat, and then put one glass layer upon 


the other. The flowers should be fresh, 
and in the height of their bloom and sweet- 
ness. Repeat this operation until a whole 
stack of the layers of fat, rose leaves and 
glass panes is made. ‘Then stow them 
away in some close box, and let them re- 
main fora short time. The fats will soon 
absorb all of the perfumery in the flowers, 
and hold it for a long time. 

The layers of fat are then taken out, 
and cut up into small pieces to be soaked 
in pure aleohol. The alcohol has the 
power of separating the essence from the 
coarse material, and of uniting itself to 
it. The fat pieces are then taken out, 
and the perfumery strained for immediate 
use. The essence of rose, violets, jasmine 
and other flowers may thus be made by 
any girl, and where there is a garden at- 
tached to the home suflicient perfumery 
can be made every summer to last the 
whole season. 


Clam Chowder. 

Tam frequently asked, ‘What is clam 
chowder?” and I have replied that more 
than thirty years ago I heard the poet 
Longfellow urge a French lady to eat some 
clam chowder because it was French. The 
lady looked up in astonishment and uttered 
a most significant ‘‘Comment donc!’

CITY COUNCIL. 


Seventeen members answered to the roll 
call at the regular meeting of the City 
Council Monday evening, but this number 
Was soon augmented by three, making the 
only absentees Councilmen Drake, Little 
and Morton. It was a very unimportant 
meeting ; not that there was any lack of 
business, or that sufficient time was not 
given, but never was there such quibbling 
and bickering over minor matters. 

Brook Appropriation, 

A communication from the Mayor de- 
sired a transfer of tbe $800 appropriated 
for the purpose of removing obstructions 
in the brook from the Commisioner of 
Public Works to the Board of Health. The 
charter, he said, did not confer any author- 
ity upon the Commissioner to perform the 
work that is necessary, while the Statutes 
gave the Board of Health the necessary 
legal authority. 

Railroad Police. 

The nomination by the Mayor of C. F. 

Wilde as railroad police, was confirmed. 
Houghs Neck Protection. 

A communication from the Mayor rec- 
ommended that a fire alarm box be located 
at Houghs Neck, and that $250 be trans- 
ferred from the appropriaiion for the en- 
forcement of the liquor laws to meet the 
expense. ‘The communication was placed 
on file with the intention of introducing 
an order later, but it was choked off by the 
motion to adjourn. 

The Snow Account. 

The Mayor requested that $05 be trans- 
ferred from the appropriation for street 
lines and grades to the snow account, that 
some bills might be audited. Referred to 
Finance Committee. 

Schoolhouse Plans. 


A communication of the School Com- 
mittee, approving of the plans for the 
new brick schoolhouse in Ward Three, 
was received and placed on file. 

State Aid. 

The application of Amelia Walsh for 
State Aid was referred to the Committee 
on State Aid. 

Buckley Street. 

Councilman Hammond presented the 
petition of Edwin S. Sandberg that Buck- 
ley Street be accepted. Referred to Com- 
mittee on Streets. 

Report on Licenses. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
adversely on the petition of William Cor- 
coran for a common victualler's license. 
Accepted. 

Favorably on the petition of Peter Don- 
lin for a poo! table license. Granted. 
Electric Freight Hearing. 

The Committee on streets reported in 
favor of giving a hearing August 17, on 
the petition fora location for the Quincy 
Electric Freight railway. 

The order was amended to read Sept. 7, 
that the Council might take a vacation 
during August. 

Councilman Pratt enquired of the Com- 
mittee if it had obtained any opinions of 
the City Solicitor. 

Councilman Jones replied that it had, 
and read the same. The Council could 
grant the location or not as it saw fit. 

Councilman Pratt,—Is a public hearing 
obligatory ? 

Councilman Jones,—Yes. 

The amended order was adopted.

Councilman Pratt and Warner objected 
to the low price, which was in violation of 
the ordinance; and the former moved to 
make it $50. 

Councilman Fallon believed $25 should 
be enough. 

The license was granted for a fee of $50. 

Tracks on Saville Street. 

Chairman Jones of the Street Committee 
made a statement relative to the removal 
of the street railway tracks on Saville 
street. The Committee had a report ready 
but the Commissioner of Public Works 
had requested him to withhold it, as the 
railway company had promised to pave 


and put in satisfactory condition, Coun- 
cilman Jones asked further time. 
Commissioner Ewell said the railway 


tracks throughout the city were in a bad 
condition and not passable. He was using 
his best efforts to have this remedied, and 
hoped the Council would back him up. 

The tracks on Saville street had been 
covered with gravel, but should be paved. 

Councilman Bryant said the street rail- 
ways had abused their grant, and it was an 
outrage the condition they were in. , 

Councilman Holden believed the com- 
pany did not intend to use the tracks, and 
only kept them there to prevent the Manet 
company from laying tracks. The tracks 
should be ordered up as they were unsafe. 

Councilman Bryant moved that the 
chairman be requested to report, and after 
considerable quibbling the vote was passed, 
12 to 4. 

President Thompson requested Chairman 
Jones to report. 

Councilman Jones moved that the Com- 
mittee on Streets be allowed to meet for 
ten minutes. 

This provoked considerable talk and it 
got pretty hot, and the Council, on motion 
of Councilman Sherman, adjourned at 9.40 
for one week. 


THE EXTENSION of the fire alarm to 
Houghs Neck means more than the first 
cost, $250. It will make the demand fora 
circuit repeater more imperative, while at 
present all seems to be running smoothly 
with the fire alarm. Then one box will 
not be sufficient. Houghs Neck, we believe 
should have an independent fire protection, 
with telephone connection with the cen- 
tral station to summon assistance in case 
of a threatened conflagration. The cost 
would be less, and there is no doubt but 
arrangements can be made with the Tele- 
phone Company to establish a telephone 
there. A public telephone would be more 
than self sustaining and it is what the 
cottagers desire.

District Court, Quincy. 


William Anderson for being a tramp at 
Quincy was given 24 hours by Justice Flint 
to get a job and if he did not succeed to go 
up for two years.

Obituary. 


The Rev. Eben Muse, a former pastor of 
the Presbyterian church in this city, died 
at the manse on Quincy street, Thursday 
morning, after a long and painful illness, 
in the 53d year of his age. He had beena 
severe sufferer but knew his fate and was 
perfectly resigned to it and bore his suffer- 
ings with christian fortitude. 

During his pastorate of the Presbyterian 
society in this city which began about 1885 
and continued up to a few months ago, he 
was eminently successful in establishing a 
strong church, particularly in num bers. 
The edifice and also the manse were built 
during his pastorate, and largely through 
his personal efforts were cleared of debt. 

The only city office held by the deceased 
was that of School Committee man, being 
elected in Ward Three in 1888, the first 
city election, receiving 251 votes to 195 for 
his opponent. He was placed over the 
John Hancock school. Mr. Muse might 
have been reelected in 1889, but failing 
health caused him to decline a renomina- 
tion, and he was succeeded by Mr. Emery 
L, Crane, the present incumbent. 

Mr. Muse was in the rebellion, serving 
in Company E., 9th Penn., Vet., Reserves. 
He was a member of Paul Revere Post of 
this city, and filled the office of chaplain. 
He could always be depended upon to 
amuse social gatherings of the Post with 
stories and entertaining remarks. 

The writer regrets that he cannot at this 
time reca)l incidents of his eventful life, 
for his career has been a remarkable one. 
He was an ardent republican, and in this 
connection he boasted of the fact that he 
had voted for President in six different 
states in twenty-five years, viz:—Kentucky, 
Mississippi, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and 
Massachusetts. 

Rev. Mr. Muse was also successful on 
the platform, especially in his lecture on 
“the War, from the Standpoint of a pri- 
vate soldier and Southern Unionist.”’ It 
was highly commended by his audiences 
and the press. His delineation of the odd 
characters and humorous incidents of the 
army as well as his anecdotes of Southern 
life, told in genuine Southern dialect were 
well appreciated by the comrades. His 
touching and eloquent story of the sterling 
loyalty of the East Tennesseeans in spite 
of every kind of persecution, introduced a 
subject which has received litule attention 
from the historian. The whole address 
was intensely patriotic and delivered with 
the speaker's well known earnestness and 
force, receiving frequent applause. 


Struck it Rich. 


It is not generally known probably that 
McDonnell & Sons of this city are exten- 
sive farmers, but recently through trade 
they secured a dairy farm of 500 acres in 
Springville, N. Y. About two hundred 
tons of hay are annually cut from it, and 
sixty-five cattle are kept.

SPRINGVILLE, July 18, [special]—A very 
heavy flow of gas was found in the well 
being yes down on the McDonnell farm here 
yesterday, ‘The gas was ignited and burned 
a solid stream twenty feet high.

At page rates the advertising in the 
Century for December, '90, foots up $36,- 
600. The average woul! show a yearly 
income of over $395,000 from advertising. 
Harper’s for December, '90, shows at page 
rates $31,450 worth and for March, “91, 
$25,637.50. If this is a fair monthly 
average, Harper's yearly receipts from 
advertising reach over $342,000. The same 
rule applied to Scribner’s will show about 
$15,000 a month, or $180,000 a year.

About thirty years ago a young girl in a 
westerh city was given charge of a Sunday 
school class of rough boys, usually known 
as ‘‘river rats,” who had never been in 
any school house before. When she en- 
tered the room she found them lounging 
on the desks and benches, wearing their 
hats, puffing vile cigars, a defiant leer on 
every face. They greeted her with a loud 
laugh, and one of them exclaimed: 

“Well, sis, you going to teach us?” 

She stood silent until the laugh was over, 
and then said, quietly: 

“Do I look like a lady ?”” 

An astonished stare was the only reply 
which they gave. 

“* Because,”’ she continued gently, ‘ gen- 
tlemen, when a lady enters the room, take 
off their hats and throw away their cigars.”’ 

The lowest American secretly believes 
himself to be a gentleman, and in a mo- 
ment every hat was off and the lads were 
ranged in orderly attention. 

So remarkable was the success of this 
girl in managing and influencing men of 
the roughest sort that she made it the 
work of her life, says the Youth’s Com- 
panion, She established clean and re- 
spectable boarding-houses for sailors and 
boatmen, and reading and coffee-rooms for 
laborers, and founded an Order of Honor, 
the members of which strove to live sober 
Christian lives themselves and to help their 
fellows to do the same. 


To be a Good Neighbor. 


To be a really good neighbor demands 
the possession of many excellent qualities 
—tact, temper, discernment and considera- 
tion for other people’s feelings; and, if we 
possess it all, or some of these qualities, 
innumerable and never ending are the ben- 
efits we may confer on each other, and a 
great deal of pleasure will be the result. 
But because we are neighbors we need not 
necessarily be close friends. We may be 
friendly enough to enjoy the pleasure of 
doing them little kindnesses and receiving 
the same in return. 

Being kindly disposed to all by no means 
implies that our house is to be open from 
morning till night to visitors. The typi- 
cally good-natured person, who is at every 
one’s beck and call, is likely to be greatly 
imposed upon and to please no one really; 
one must be able to say ‘ No,”’ and to 
decline being made use of by every one.— 
New York Ledger. 


A Great Sponge, 


There is on exhibition in New York an 
enormous sheep's wool sponge, which is 
said to be the largest one ever obtained. 
It measures ten feet in circumference 
and is two feet thick, being quite solid 
throughout. ‘It was fished up near the 
Bahama Islands by the crew of a vessel 
engaged in that trade, and judging by the 
stories of the fishermen, they had a 
tough time in getting their prize aboard. 
Being in a small dingey, when the hooks 
fastened themselves in the sponge, the 
men nearly upset their boat in the effort 
to haul the sponge to the surface. When 
it was finally secured, the iron prong of 
the hook had become straightened out 
under the resistance. When thoroughly 
soaked this monster sponge is said to 
hald ten pailfuls of water.”

Because it 
is so hard to get on without a good name, 
or to regain it when once surrendered, 
every young man who has that possession 
ought to count it above price and to have

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Big Factories on the Neponset. 


The big chocolate factories of Walter 
Baker & Co., (Hon. Henry L. Pierce), are 
already the largest in this country, if not 
in the world! The firm, to increase their 
facilities, have in the hands of Winslow & 
Wetherell, architects, plans for two large 
additional factories on either side of the 
Neponset river at Milton and Dorchester. 
They are to be constructed of brick ina 
hard red, six stories high, to be ornamented 
with the same material in an effective 
way. They will be connected by a stone 
bridge of a single span across the stream, 
imposingly massive, much after the design 
of the famous bridge at Lucerne. The 
Italian Rennaissance will prevail through- 
out, and the several structures, in addition 
to those already in use, will prove an orna- 
ment to the delightful neighborhood. The 
buildings will both be completed next 
spring.— Norfolk County Gazette.

A Big Fruit Farm. 

The largest fruit farm in the United 
States nestles among the foothills of the 
Ozark Mountains, in Howell County, 
Missouri. It contains 2,600 acres of land, 
on which is a station, a store, a post-office 
and express office. Between 30,000 and 
40,000 peach trees will be in bearing this 
year and from 5,000 to 10,000 apple trees. 
There are 40 acres in berries, 300 acres in 
apples, 300 in peaches and 20 acres in 


pears and cherries. From 50 to 100 acres 
are planted every spring. 


Exports of Rum. 

A ship laden with $60,000 of New Eng- 
Jand rum left Boston last week for the 
usual destination for such cargoes—the 
dark continent. From July 1, 1800, to the 
corresponding date in 1891 the exports of 
this sort from Boston to ports in Africa 
were 1,018,591 gallons, valued at $1,223,- 
889. During the past year this trade has 
almost doubled in quantity and value. 
The number of gallons exported in the 
twelve months ending July 1, 1890, was 
548,356 as against 1,018,591 the year just 
ended, and the value was only $656,216 as 
against $1,223,889 in the year just past.

This firm makes a specialty 
of roses, and has in addition to the hardy 
varieties many specially adapted for green- 
house culture, 


Taxation in New York. 


The taxation laws in New York are such 
that the tax rate for general purposes is 
very low indeed, in fact, the lowest for for- 
ty-six years. This has been brought about 
largely by laws providing for the raising of 
money for state expenditures by special 
taxes. The corporation tax law brings to 
the state $1,200,000 annually. The law 
taxing corporations for the privilege of or- 
ganizing brings to the state $200,000 while 
the law for taxation of inheritances nets 
the state about $1,200,000.

The oldest epitaph in English, which is 
found in a churchyard in Oxfordshire, and 
dates from the year 1370, to modern readers 
would be unintelligible, not only from its 
antique typography, but from its obsolete 
language, the first two lines of which rnn 
as follows, and may be taken as a sample 
of the whole; ‘Man com & se how schal 
alle dede be; wen you comes bad & bare;

The modern reading 
would be: “‘Man, come and see how shall 
all dead be, when you come poor and bare:

A paper was read by F. P. Stearns, chief | 
engineer of the State Board of Health on| 
“the Boston main drainage works,” and} 
the following quotations are of interest to 
Quincy people:—Reference was made to 
the presence of garbage in the harbor and 
the foul odor noticed by residents on the 
shores of Quincy bay, in which two of the 
principal points of interest for the after- 
noon—the Moon island sewer and the 
dumping scow, were fully discussed. 

He did not venture a positive opinion 
upon the subject, but seemed to think that 
the sewer was not responsible for the nuis- 
ance complained of, although he stated 
that never before so far down the harbor/ 
had he been able to detect traces of the 
sewage. 


“The place at which the sewage is dis- 
charged has proved very satisfactory. The | 
sewage being lighter than the salt water, 
rises to the surface, and at the end of a 
half hour after the discharge is begun 
j} covers an area a half mile in diameter, 
| which can be plainly seen by its color, and 
| because it contains grease enough to still 
| the waves. At the end of another hour it 
| has been so far diluted that no trace of it 
can be seen. After having disappeared 
from view it still flows outward for more 
than three hours, the currents continuing 
to increase in force. No deposits of sew- 
age matter have been found anywhere ex- 
cept close to the outlet, in a cove which is 
} sheltered from the current by the embank- 
ment covering the outlet sewers. | 
| “The rapid disappearance of the sewage | 
by dilution prevents it from being objec- 
jtionable after being discharged, except in 
the vicinity of the outlet in summer, when 
the discharge is certainly disagreeable to 
yachtsmen passing through it. It is very 
rarely that any odor can be noticed at any 
dwellings except those owned by the city 
on Moon island.” 

The Herald says: A few members of 
the party discussed the odoriferous quali- 
ities of the Moon island sewer as affecting 
Quincy bay, and stated that traces of the 
sewage had been found on the shores of 
that place, and that at times, when the 
wind was right, the odor could be perceived 
by the residents in the vicinity, scientific 
statements as to the impossibility of such 
a happening notwithstanding, 


Robbed of Sunlight. 


With the growth of population in cities 
there is a corresponding increase in the 
value of real property. This increased 
value of real estate is naturally followed by 
high rents, and in order to realize the 
largest possible revenue from a limited 
number of square feet of ground, the owner 
feels justified in erecting a building that is 
fairly a sky-scraper. And this without 
|the slightest regard for the rights of his 
next door neighbor or the general public. 
Such buildings effectually darken adjacent 
structures by shutting off a goodly portion 
| of God-given sunlight. They also impede 
| a free circulation of air.—Medical Journal.

Notable Monuments. 


One of the pleasantest drives from this 
city is to Forest Hills Cemetery. It lies 
through a picturesque country, including 
Milton Hills, and then the cemetery is a 
model one. To many Quincy people who 
are interested in monumental work it is 
) doubly beautiful, and a visit in the summer 
will well repay one who undertakes it. 

Formerly,the Herald says, Forest Hills,in 
contradistinction to Mt. Auburn, was not 
distinguished for artistic sarcophaguses or 
splendid monuments. But of late years 
this has been changed to some extent, and 
now there can be seen in sufficient number 
not to satiate, and in variety enough to 
please and hold the eye, many fine tombs 
and monuments of artistic design, and even 
original conception. On the southwesterly 
slope of Mt. Warren is the fine shaft of 
Westerly granite erected to the memory of 
that noble man, Marshal P. Wilder. 
Further down the slope is the tomb of Miss 
Susan Dimmock, who was lost on the 
steamer Schiller, on Scully rocks, May 28, 
1875, She was surgeon and physician to 
the New England Hospital for women and 
children, and did a noble work in her day. 
It is not a little curious to reflect how men 
of the most diverse views and opinions lie 
here, almost side by side, resting quietly 
and peaceably. Here, for example, can be 
found the monument, surmounted by a 
bronze bust (an excellent likeness, by the 
way) erected to Karl Heinzen, who in life 
was a free-thinker, and in his native coun- 
try a revolutionist of the most radical kind. 
Not far away, on Cornell path, is the mon- 
ument erected to Ned Kendall, the famous 
cornet player. 

A Plain Slate Stone 

on Smilax path, marks the resting place of 

aman who was a power in his day—the 
best execrated and most blessed man in 

America—William Lloyd Garrison. He 

sleeps beside his faithful wife, Helen Eliza, 
who preceded him to the grave by about 
three years. 

On Ageratum path, under a granite sar- 
cophagus, erected by his society, lie the 
remains of Dr. Jacob Merrill Manning, so 
long the pastor of the Old South church 
in Boston. Near by a polished granite 
stone marks the resting place of Rev. 
James Freeman Clarke, author and pastor 
of the church of the Disciples in Boston. 
All around are graves and monuments of 
men of note, soldiers, scholars and suc- 
cessful business men in their time. On 
an eminence beyond, in a fine location, is 
Roxbury soldiers burial lot, with a soldiers’ 
monument init. The lot is railed in with 
granite. South of this lot, on Cypress 
avenue, is the granite sarcophagus below 
which rest the remains of ex-mayor of 
Boston, Samuel C. Cobb. On Larch 
avenue is the sarcophagus of Col. Charles 
O. Rogers of the Journal. 

The Oliver Ditson monument, on Poplar 
avenue, is a marble statue of St. John 

Of Fine Artistic Merit. 

Near by is the beautiful red granite shaft 
erected to the memory of Col. William 
M. Rumrey of the Ist Massachusetts 
Cavalry. Below this, on Lake avenue, is 
the Partridge monument--representing an 
angel with uplifted head and finger point- 
ing upward. On the junction of Forest 
and Lake avenues is the fine monument 
erected to the memory of Andrew Carney, 
founder of the Carney Hospital. 

Opposite the Carney monument is the 
notable monument of O, H. Davenport, 
in the rear of which is the monument of 
that sterling man and patriot, Gen. Wil- 
liam H. Schouler. Among the notable 
monuments—more notable, however, for 
what it commemorates—is that of the late 
Horace Seaver, well known as the editor 
of the Investigator for sixty years—a man 
who wasas honest as he was fearless in 
the expression of his radical opinions. 

Many fine monuments might still be 
noted, did space permit, among them some 
works of art, chiefly notable as such, oth- 
ers because they mark the graves of men 
who had done something in their day for 
the benefit of their fellowmen, among the 
latter a monument to John T. Hancock, 
inventor of the Hancock inspirator. 

In front of an ivy-covered boulder, fac- 
ing on Orange path, repose the remains of 
the gallant commander of the Kearsarge, 
Rear Admiral Winslow. On Lautana path 
a granite shaft marks the grave of Rear 
Admiral Henry Knox Thatcher.

Household Receipts.

Caraway Cookies. One-half cup 
butter, one cup sugar, one egg, two table- 
spoons caraway seeds, one cup cream, one- 
half teaspoon soda, flour to roll out. Mix 
rather soft. Roll thick, cut out, sift sugar 
over, and bake quickly. 


RAISIN-LAYER CAKE. Three-fourths 
cup butter, two cups sugar, yolks of four 
eggs, one cup milk, three cups flour mixed 
with two and one-half teaspoons baking 
powder, one teaspoon lemon extract. 
Bake in four jelly-cake tins; fill with raisin 
cream, made of whites of four eggs beaten 
well, half-cup fine sugar, half-pound best 
raisins chopped fine, half-cup chopped 
currants. 


Honiton Sponce PuppinG. ‘Take 
three eggs, their weight in the shell, in 
flour, butter and sugar, and grate the rind 
of one lemon. Beat the butter to a cream, 
and the eggs, yolks and whites separately, 
and then together; add the butter, and 
keep on the beating, then the sugar and 
flour, and beat the whole till light; put 
into a mould and boil one and one-half 
hours. Serve with any fruit sauce or with 
lemon sauce. 


CorFEE JELLY. Soak half an ounce 
of gelatine in halfa pint of cold water; dis- 
solve it in half a pint of very strong coffee, 
sweetened to the taste. Extract of coffee 
can be used to flavor this jelly, and answers 
well, 

Porato Soup. 
one onion. 


Four large potatoes, 
Boil in two quarts of water. 


BANANA CAKE. Bake any light cake 
in shallow pans as for cream or jelly-cake. 
When ready to serve (not before) cover 
one cake with sliced bananas, sprinkle 
with powdered sugar and orange juice. 
Put on the other cake and cover in the 
same manner, 


A good plan for keeping butter cool and 
sweet in summer is td fill a box with sand 
to within an inch or two of the top: sink 
the butter jars in the sand, then thoroughly 
wet the sand with cold water. Cover the 
box air-tight. The box may be kept in the 
kitchen. 


For tender feet, take two quarts of cold 
water and add one tablespoonful of bay 
rum and two tablespoonfuls of ammonia. 
The feet should be soaked in this for ten 
minutes, throwing the water upward to 
the knees. Rub dry with a crash towel, 
and the tired feeling will be gone. 


Our Two OranGe Srares. In the 
United States oranges and lemons are pro- 
duced only in California and Florida. The 
orange crop of the latter is practically out 
of the way before that of the former is 
ready for the market. The California 
orange is of slower growth than the Florida 
product and does not decay so soon. The 
orange season in California lasts five 
months, beginning January first, and it 
will be prolonged in future, as the people 
are planting Valencia oranges, which do 
not ripen till July. The lemon is more 
sensitive to frost than the orange, and it is 
produced with more difficulty in Florida 
than in southern California for the reason 
that the former State is more subject to 
frost.—Ex-Gov.L. A. Sheldon in the Au- 
gust Forum,

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Sloyd or Vacation School. Old Colony Changes. 


There is a rumor afloat, says the Taunton 
Gazette, that President Charles F. Choate, 
who has held that position for several 
years, has tendered his resignation, to take 
effect August 1, and that General Manager 
J. R. Kendrick is to be appointed to fill 
his place. Mr. Kendrick would make a 
good man for the position, as he is a prac- 
tical railroad man and understands the 
road thoroughly. Mr. Choate was solicitor 
for the road before he was elected Presi- 
dent. The reason for his resignation is 
that he is to lead a private life in the 
future. 

Mr. I. N. Marshall, superintendent of

“Dedham is the first town in Norfolk 
Couuty to introduce and make a part of its 
public school system the educational Sloyd 
system. The system itself is but a few 
year old, and was originated in Naas, near 
Floda Station, Sweden, by a wealthy 
gentleman, Herr Abrahamson. The school, 
when first founded, was for children. 
Afterward it was made a normal school, 
and then one for manual training. 

The Word Sloyd 

is a pure, old Swedish word, and can be 
traced back to the Icelandic, Its 
meaning is ‘‘dexterous’’, or ‘‘ skilful.” 
It now has another meaning, “ handi- 
work,”’ as applied to work other than that 
executed by an artisan. The word has 
been adopted into the English, Danish, 
Norwegian, French, Spanish, Italian and 
German languages. 

The Sloyd system tends to develop the 
mental and physical powers, and its 
material and practical aim is the acquisi- 
tion of general dexterity of the hand. It 
also instils a taste for and love of work in 
general; inspires a respect for rough, 
honest, bodily labor; trains habits of order, 
neatness, exactness, and cleanliness; trains 
habits of attention, perseverance and in- 
dustry; develops the physical powers, trains 
the eye in the sense of form; exercises the 
thinking powers, and not being purely 
mechanical. 


Disturbances on the Moon. 


Prof. J. L. Ray of Ashland, Va., who 
has been studying the moon througha 
telescope, says there has recently been ex- 
traordinary volcanic action on the satellite. 
He says that on the night of June 22 
tremendous energy over the whole surface 
presented itself. ‘‘I saw that what of late 
have been considered great gray plains are 
in reality great seas, or else a molten mass, 
as I saw immense sheets, seemingly of 
water, thrown through the lunarian atmos- 
phere and finding a resting place at least 
a thousand miles from where they for- 
merly were. I saw several great moun- 
tains sink—the whole moon sway to and 
fro and everything in the lunar heavens 
was in the wildest confusion. I gazed with 
intensest awe upon this awful spectacle for 
hours, until the confusion finally subsided 
and there seemed to be a dead calm as 
before. I feel fully confident that the 
moon was thrown several degrees out of her 
course, and she is also perceptibly nearer, 
perhaps 20,000 miles.’’ No other astrono- 
mer appears to have noticed these distur- 
bances.

For more than 300 years license has had 
possession of the field. But no one can 
affirm it has repressed intemperance. This 
is the point—the very pivot—of the ques- 
tion between license and prohibition. 
License means liquor, and liquor means 
drunkenness. Drunkenness is seen every- 
where. It meets you in the streets and 
highways, in railroad trains, and sad but 
true, too often under their wheels. You 
see it at clubs and dinners; at celebrations 
and public meetings. It is found in lock- 
ups, mayor's offices and court-rooms. No 
place is exempt from its curse. Who does 
not know that license, high or low, means 
to sell, and sales mean intoxication ? Look 
at your morning papers—they are the di- 
urnal records of vice, folly, crime, infamy, 
and injury resulting from the sales of 
liquor. Their location is the bar-room and 
the public house, where nightly orgies out- 
rage decency. and deadly brawls end in 
bloodshed and murder. The license law 
can never rise above its own purpose and 
nature, viz., the sale of liquors; and sales 
means drinking, drinking means intoxica- 
tion and intoxication runs into fighting, 
brawls, lewdness, and bloodshed; and these 
mean lockups, the workhouse, jail, pene- 
tentiary, poorhouse, and insane asylums. 
All these mean private woe and ruin, and 
public wrongs, expense, burdens, and tax- 
ation, running far above all that the high- 
est price license can repay. Prohibition is 
the only remedy—the entire control of 
making and selling—contining liquor to 
those uses only which the arts, sciences, 
and medicines require.—Judge Agnew, in 
Temperance Cause.

The following dispatch from Detroit 


printed in the Boston Globe will be read 
with interest by the comrades and friends 
of Francis P. Loud of this city and it came 
to him as a surprise: 


Dernoir, Aug. 5.—One of those inci- 
dents peculiar to gatherings of army men 
took place here today.

New School House. 


Mayor Fairbanks has received an opin- 
ion from City Solicitor Hayes that the or- 
der making an appropriation of $31,500 for 
the new brick school house at South Quin- 
cy was legal, and has signed the order. 

The plans and specifications have been 
made by Loring & Phipps and may be seen 
at the City Hall. 

The total length of the building will be 
160 feet, S inches; width 43 feet, 8 inches. 
There is a projection of 13 feet, 4 inches 
on the front, 60 feet, 6 inches long, in 
which are two entrances, and two teachers’ 
rooms, 14 feet 4 inches, by 12 feet, 4 inches, 
with closets and toilet rooms. The corridor 
15 feet, 4 inches, runs the entire length 
of the front of the building; out of this is 
taken the eight cloak rooms, two for each 
school room, which are against the 
school room and run lengthwise of the hall. 

At each end of the corridor is a stairway 
five feet wide, which with two turns leads 
to the second floor. 

Th re Are on Each Floor 

four school rooms, each by 25 feet, 
4 inches, and lighted by five four-foot win- 
dows, so that the ligbt enters on the left 
of the pupils. Each room is entered by 
two doors. Between the rooms are the 
vent flues, warm air flues, and closets of 
the Smead direct system of heating and 
ventilating. 

The third floor is also reached by two 
stairways above the others. Each enter cor- 
ridors which in turn enter a large hall 72x32 
with a stage on the side 22x14. On each 
side of the stage is an ante-room 14x9 


vt 


which may be entered from the corridors. 
Large unfinished attics may also be en- 
tered from the corridors. 

In the basement are two play rooms 25 
feet by 36 ft. 6in., one for boys and the 
other for girls; also large sanitaries, the 
furnaces, and a fuel room with a capacity 
of 100 tons. There are two exits and two 
stairways to the first floor, The basement 
floor will be concreted. 

All the rooms are to be connected with 
the principal’s room by electric bells and 
speaking tubes, and a gong will be placed 
on the outside of the building. 

The specifications call for rough split 
Quincy granite for the foundation, Quincy 
granite for the exterior steps and thresholds, 
and red Quincy granite or freestone for the 
caps and sills. 

Proposals are asked in the advertising 
columns for building the new brick school 
on Brooks avenue, South Quincy. Plans 


and specifications may be seen at the City 
Hall. Proposals will close on Saturday, 
Aug. 22, at 4p.M., and the successful 
bidder must give bonds to complete the 
building on or before April 1, 1892.

When he arose Moriarty grabbed 
for him and succeeded in catching him as 
he was going down for the second time, 
Being unable to pull Logan into the boat 
he called to Logan's son to keep a hold on 
the exhausted man, while he rowed to the 
shore, which luckily was only a short dis- 
tance away.

My Dear Frienp: We left Bombay, 
India, by the P. & O. steamship about the 
last of December, steaming across the 
Arabian sea to Aden in Arabia.

were very interesting. This queer old 
town is 750 miles in the interior of Egypt. 
Our next visit was to the bazars of Assonan 
and the obelisk, which was half 
quarried out upwards of 3000 years ago and 
the work left uncompleted. Then we made 
ap excursion to the sacred island of Philw 
and the hugh stone temple built upon it. 
Here I may say that all the temples of 
Egypt are made out of massive blocks of 
stone. Then we looked at the temple of 
Keneb, and last and best of all, Luxor. 
The temple of Karnak, the temple of 
Luxor, the tombs of the kings, the Rame- 
seum, the temple of Abydos and the colossi 
were on the list of wonders. We did them 
all. 

The temple of Karnak is simply grand 
and wonderfully large. The great hall 
alone contains 130 columns, 
thirty-six feet in circumferance and sixty- 
five feet inheight.

Sweet PIcKLED CURRANTS. Five 
pounds of currants; two and one-half 
pounds of brown sugar; one pint of vinegar; 
one tablespoonful each of cinnamon, cloves, 
allspice, pepper and salt. Cook half an 
hour. 


BAKED TOMATOES. Select smooth, 
round tomatoes, of uniform size, not very 
juicy. Put them in hot water, remove the 
skin, cut them in halvesand scoop out all 
the seeds, Chop, and rub to a powder 
one-third of a cup of boiled ham or 
tongue. Add two-thirds of a cup of soft 
bread-crumbs, one teaspoon of chopped 
parsley or oue saltspoon of thyme, a little 
pepper and sufficient melted butter to 
moisten. Fill the tomatoes with the 
mixture, place them in a shallow dish, 
and bake fifteen minutes.

A Shortage Repo rted. 


Commissioner Merrill has 
exercised the authority conferred upon him 
by statute and called upon the assessment 
endowment corporations for a report of 
their business for the half year ending June 
30. There are reported ten orders that 
write certificates maturing in one year. 

In this class it is noted that the certifi- 
cates terminated by lapse and death are 
less than five per cent. of the total out- 
standing, and that six of the ten concerns 
have failed to meet their obligations at 
maturity. There are S741 unfortunate 
holders of these overdue certificates. To 
meet the liabilities of $13,789,519, all due

in a year, there are cash assets of $1, 
249. To meet the deficiency the 152, 
members must be assessed an average of 
$94.68 each besides expenses, that is if 
there is no increase of membership. 

If new members come in they will help 
to pay off the old ones, but at the same in- 
crease the ultimate liabilities in a constant- 
ly increasing ratio. In the longer term 
orders a still more discouraging condition 
of affairs is reported.

Sewerage Question. 


As tkere is no more important subject 
before our citizens than the sewerage ques- 
tion, anything that can be said to enlighten 
our citizens is all-important at this time. 
In a few weeks our citizens will be called 
upon to vote whether they will accept of 
the sewer act. It is something that re- 
quires the best thought and intelligence of 
our people. We shall feel it a duty, there- 
fore, to insert anything, either for or 
against the act, which we think will throw 
any light on the subject. 

It appears from a lengthy and able edi- 
torial in the Boston Herald on Saturday, 
that the emptying of sewage in the harbor 
| is not giving perfect satisfaction, although 
millions of dollars have been spent by that 
city. And in a few years, when Boston 
and the other cities and towns in this 
vicinity have double the population they 
have today, will it not be a big nuisance,— 
| the emptying of all the sewerage into the 
| bay? Read what the Herald says: 


‘*The increased number of complaints 
made by those who reside on the shores of 
Massachusetts bay make it evident that 
our city government will soon have to con- 
| sider the question of adopting some other 
means for the disposal of garbage than the 
wholesale dumping of it into the sea a few 
miles outside of Boston light. The theory 
upon which this practice rests is that if 
this waste matter is thrown into the ocean 
ata point a few miles distant from the 
land when the tide is on the ebb, this great 
water movement can be depended upon to 
carry the refuse far out to sea, where, by 
the action of the waves, it will become in 
| time disintergrated and sink to the bottom. 
| But this supposition seems to be only in 
| part realized, for, while an ebb tide may 
| take the refuse matter out to sea, a flood 
| tide is likely to bring a considerable part 
of it back again. A north wind is quite 
apt to cause a partof it to Iddge on the 
beaches and rocks of the South Shore, and 


is 


a south wind carries an undesirable quan- 
tity of it to a lodgment on the North Shore, 
causing in this way quite as great a nuis- 
ance to the residents of these two districts 
as would be occasioned to the people of 
Boston if the garbage was thrown overboard 
in Boston harbor. 

“If the matter is not promptly attended 
to by the municipal government, it is 
probable that the state board of health 
will be asked to interfere, or, failing of 
action through this authority, some of the 
interested town governments or the citizens 
of these places may endeavor to protect 


injunction. It is sufficiently obvious that 


the convenience of the city government of 

Boston furnishes no justification for the 
creation of what isa nuisance to the citi- 
zens of and if, as 
seems likely, the existence of this nuisance 
can be demonstrated, it would be well for 
our city government to consider what 
other methods it could adopt for the dis- 
posal of its refuse matter. 

‘During the last financial year the cost 
of thus disposing of garbage was $11,300, 
an amount considerable smaller, probably, 
than would be spent in disposing of it in 
manner. The effective 
method is that which in 
certain cities of the West of burning gar-

But it is probable that if 
this method was introduced into Boston,

“If this system was adopted, it would be 
desirable on sanitary grounds to utilize 
these furnaces as a means of totally de- 
stroying the house offal of the city.

This waste material was purchased by 
those who feed it to swine, and possibly 
also fowls raised upon farms. This form 


of disposition has the merit of economy, 
for not only does the city obtain a pretty 
fair revenue, but the purchasers of this 


| offal, no doubt, get the food for their swine 
jat very low prices. But it open to 
serious doubt whether this economy is not 


| more apparent than real.

| A View of Virginia. 

| Dr. George G. Groff, president of the 
| State board of health, is in the habit of 
taking long tramps during the summer. 
He organized a small party, supplied with 
a camping outfit, and they walked over 
some interesting portions of the United 
States, studying the fauna and geological 
formations. When he was at the Seventh 
Avenue Hotel, some time ago, he spoke of 
one of his trips through Virginia, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 

“A good section of that state,’ he said, 
“has taken a step backward, and the land 
that once flowed with milk and honey is 
nothing short of a barren waste. 


This is 
true of the country that was early settled 
by John Smith and the English. 
places fine plantations that once yielded 
heavy crops are nothing more than barren 
fields covered with a short thick under- 
growth and inhabited by wild hogs.

During our stay in the beautiful city of 


) St. Paul, between the session of the con- 
| Vention and the many excursions, ban 
quets, etc., we found a few hours to visit 
places and things of interest. One of the 
most attractive was near the opera house, 
| where were on exhibition two costly ma- 
chines for setting type; the Merganthaler 
andthe St. John typobar. The latter ar- 
rived in the city first, and was on exhibi- 
jtion one day before its competitor. 


So 
wonderful was it to the most of the editors 
; that the room where it 


was exhibited, was 
thronged with intelligent spectators. The 
machine, simple yet complex, promises to 
work a revolution in type-setting and 
enough experiments have been successfully 
tried to demonstrate that the typobar has 
come to stay. The first work done by this 
machine was in New York in September 
jlast, when the World came out with a 
| column of clean, handsome face type set by 
the automatic fingers of this wonderful in- 
vention. While in St. Paul it was in 
charge of A. V. Phister, of Detroit, who 
represents the Michigan firm controlling 
the manufacture of the typobar. When he 
exhibited the workings of it, it appeared as 
though that hereafter there would be no 
use for the typos in the composing room. 
The typobar is operated exactly in the 
Same manner as a typewriter, and Mr. 
Phister claims that an experienced type- 
writer can operate the machine successful- 
ly, although a practical printer can handle 
it to better advantage. The machine sets, 
adjusts, and casts each line as it is set, 
ready for the press. The work of setting 
and completing a line takes but a few sec- 
onds. Of the rapidity depends 
greatly with the operator. ‘The typobar can 


course 


set four or five times as many lines in a 
day as & Common compositor. 

We wish not to be understood that type 
is set, but matrices, from which the lines 
are made by compression. Electric 
furnishes the heat for the small boiler 
where the metal is contained, and a sim- 
ple motion of the hand is all that is neces- 
Sary to conclude the setting of a line. 
Several samples of work done were brought 
home by us, and can be seen at the Par- 
R1OT office.

One of the largest in the country, the 
Washburn, we visited and had the pleas- 
ure of examining the processes which the 
grain passes through, before it is complet- 
ed, and the nice white flour is ready for 
shipment.

To Send Flowers by Mail. 


Cut flowers are constantly sent through 
the mails, but seldom in such a fashion as 
to preserve their bloom and freshness.

$10,000 above the appropriation.

It was represented that $31,500 would 
complete the building even to the grading, 
but the estimates are all above this and 
then don’t include the Smead heating 
system or the blackboards, which will cost 


any city in the state, but for the month it 
was less than one per day.

NATIONAL EDITORIAL CONVENTION, — 
YELLOWSTONE PARK.—WESTERN 
CITIES, PRAIRIES, ETC. 


Letter No. 5. 


The convention closed on Friday even- 
ing, and during the day arrangements were 
made either for returning home or for ex- 
tending the trip to some desired point the

invitation to visit Duluth on Lake Superi- 
and 160 decided to go to “hell and 
*as one of the edi- 
tors, writing about his visit to the Yellow- 
stone Park, expressed it, apd the writer 
was one of those who wishedto go to the 
hot place. Arrangements were accord- 
ingly made with the Northern Pacific 
to take the editors and ladies from St. Paul 
to Livingston and back. In fact it is the 
only railroad that carries its passengers 
very near the National Park, as the princi- 
ple entrance to itis from Montana on the 
north. 

Our party, numbering 160, was too large 
for the railroad to handle easily on one 
train in addition to its regular through 
cars to the Pacific coast. Therefore the 
*xcursionists were divided. Two Pullman 
cars were attached to the regular morning 
train, and two to the evening express. 
Those that left in the morning arrived at 
Livingston on Sunday evening, and the 
others on Monday morning. The distance 
from St. Paul was one thousand and seven 
miles; about 250 miles in Minnesota, 370 
in North Dakota, and the remainder, 
in Montana. 

A long journey to take, although those 
from Massachusetts, numbering some 
twenty or more, felt that they were more 
than half way to this wonderful place, and 
the Lord only knew when they would get 
so hear that hot place again, All from 
Massachusetts were in one Pullman, and 
being near and dear friends, the readers 
can judge that the time passed very pleas- 
antly. Some big stories were told by ‘Bill 
White” and Campbell, which kept the 
party in good humor. 

In taking such a long journey, it makes 
one, living in the little state of Massachu- 
setts, feel as though it was a pretty insig- 
nificant piece of territory compared with 
the great states and territories in the West. 

The great Northern Pacific railroad is a 
grand developer of the States we passed 
through. We found small villages, twenty 
to thirty miles apart, of 200 or more in 
habitants, to large cities, like Fargo, in 
North Dakota, 252 miles from St. Paul. 

This city is set down as having 10,000 
inhabitants; twenty-eight hotels, twelve 
churches, four banks, six newspapers, three 
daily and three weekly, several monthly 
publications, three public halls, a United 
States land office, opera house, theatre, a 
court house costing $100,000, street railway, 
water works, two brick school houses, one 
costing $80,000 and one $15,000, gas and 
electric lights, three grain elevators with 
capacity for 250,000 bushels, a planing mill, 
paper will, 250 stores, manufacturies and 
all the branches of trade which makes a 
thrifty and prosperous city, It is the com- 
mercial centre of the ‘‘ New Northwest,” 
being favorably situated on the Red river 
in the center of the rich agricultural belt 
of the Red River valley. 

The Northern Pacific runs through two 
of the greatest wheat growing regions in 
the world. The first is the hard-wheat 
belt of northern Minnesota and North 
Dakota, extending from about the center 
of Minnesota westward to the western 
boundary of North Dakota. This belt is 
about 500 miles long and 300 miles wide, 
and includes the famous valley of the Red 
river of the North. Here is produced the 
best wheat in the world, known as ‘* No. 
1, hard,” a variety that can be grown in 
no other part of the United States. This 
wheat contains a larger percentage of 
gluten than any other, and makes more 
flour to the bushel and better flour. It 
yields from fifteen to thirty-five bushels to 
the acre,

Stretching away as far as the eye could 
reach on either side of the railroad, with- 
out a fence and rarely a tree, and with 
only an occasional house and barn, the 
nodding wheat waved in the breeze; indi 
cations on every hand pointing to one of 
the largest crops ever known. We passed 
through one farm of 28,000 acres, all but 
3000 acres of which was planted to wheat, 
while forty miles to the north, we were 
told, was a larger farm; both under the 
same management. What would the New 
England farmers think of farming on such 
a scale as that ? 

Among the things of interest along our 
route were the large herds of cattle. At 
one point on the bank of the Yellowstone 
river, in Montana there was an immense 
herd. One of our pleasant companions, 
Mr. Howard of Natick, said there were 
10,000 cattle by actual count. When we 
asked how he knew, he said Mr. Proctor of 
Gloucester, had counted them, and his 
word was as good as his note. 

After such a statement and our own 
vision of the immensity of the drove, we 
had no wish to doubt Mr. Howard's verac- 
ity; and should be inclined to believe that 
several thousand had been missed in Mr. 
Proctor’s count. We learned that they 
had been herded by the cowboys for the 
purpose of selecting the fattest and best 
for shipment to the East. 

To show our readers how promptly jus- 
tice is served to criminals in the West, we 
will give the following incident. At Bil- 
lings, a small town of some twelve hundred 
population, a murder was committed in a 
beer saloon the day before we arrived. An 
old and inoffensive bar-tender was knocked 
down and killed by atramp. He was soon 
afterwards arrested and placed in jail. 
The citizens were so aroused that during 
the night a masked and heavily armed mob 
broke into the jail, seized the half stupid 
man, who had scarcely got over his drunk, 
and hung him to a telegraph pole. The 
next morning the coroner cut down the 
body and held an inquest, at which the ju- 
ry returned the following verdict: 

“That the unknown man there lying 
dead came to his death by hanging, on the 
unknown.” a.

Valuation Figures. 


As was intimated last week, the small 
tax rate of $13.60 for 1891 came as a sur- 
prise to the taxpayers, most of whom 
thought it would be from $i4 up. It is 
far below the average of the rate in Massa- 
chusetts cities, those of Salem and Chelsea 
being $18. 

The Tax Levy. 

It will interest many to learn just how 
the tax levy is made up, and the percentage 
each bears to the whole. It is as followe:

Where the Gains Occurred. 
The discrepancy noted in the increase of 


valuation last week was occasioned by the 
Assessors not including in the total gain, 
the gain in resident bank stock, This was 
$2,945 making the tota! gain for 1891, 

749,420, instead of $746,475 as announced. 
There is usually a supplementary list in 
December but it is generally too small to 
take into account. 

The total gain is less than in 1890 when 
it was $1,358,165, but the average for the 
two years is over one million dollars, which 
is a very rapid increase. The gain the 
past year was larger than in Salem witha 
population of over 30,000 and Chelsea with 
a population of 28,000. It was only $21,- 
000 less than in Holyoke, and $261,000 less 
than in the large city of Lawrence. 

Ward Five showed the largest increase 
in total valuation, with Ward Four a good 
second, and Wards Six, Three, Two and 
One following in the order named, The 
position of Ward One is explained by an 
unusually large loss by removal of personal 
property. 

When the past two years are addeJ to- 
gether Ward One is without a rival for 
the largest increase; Wards Five, Four, 
Three, Six and Two following is the order 
given. It was five times as large as Ward 
Two, and three times as large as Ward 
Three and Six. 

Ward One and Three are the only wards 
which do not show a larger increase than 
in the preceding year: Comparing the 
increases for 1890 and 1891, that of Ward 
Six shows the largest gain; it being $87,000 
more in 1891 than in 1890, while in Ward 
Five which is second in this respect it was 
$45,000. 

The following summary shows the gain 
for the year ending May 1 last, for the pre- 
ceding year, and for the two years com- 
bined.

Personal Estate. 

In gain of persoval estate Ward Four 
| takes the lead the past year, not only head- 
ing the list, butshowing a larger increase 
than all the other wards combined, 
Ward One which made a tremendous gain 
in 1890, is the only ward to show a decrease 
this year. As noticed elsewhere, this is 
owing to the removal of about a quarter 
of a million dollars worth of property from 
the city since the last assessment. This 
fact confronted the Assessors the first of 
the year. While there was a loss of this 
amount by removal, it was largely offset 
by a gain of about $100,000. 

When the past two years are considered 
together Ward One is easily in first place 
with Ward Four second and Ward Five, 
Three, Two and Six following. The fol- 
lowing summary tells the story:

CITY COUNCIL. 


A special meeting of the City Council 
was held Thursday evening. Sixteen 
members answered to the roll call, but oth- 
ers soon came in, and the absentees were 
Councilman Drake, Little, Morton and 
Pratt. 

Traverse Jurors. 


The first business was the drawing of 
three traverse jurors for the court which 
comes in at Dedham on Monday. The du- 
ty fell to Councilman Bass and he drew the 
following: Adam S. Vogel, Benjamin F. 
Crane and George Bowman. 


The Proposed Schoolhouse. 


The following communication was re- 
ceived from Mayor Fairbanks : 


James Thompson, Esq., President of City 
Council : 

Simm: The Council on July 27th appro- 
priated $31,500 for the erection of a school- 
house on Brooks avenue, according to the 
plans approved by the Council and School 
Board. 

The Council also adopted an order that 
his honor the Mayor be requested to adver- 
tise for proposals. The latter order was) 
carried out, and the proposals were opened | 
at4p.M., August 22d, and ranged from | 
$32,487 to $40,858, exclusive of black-| 
boards and the heating and ventilating 
system. 

A few modifications were then suggested 
in the specifications which would not im- 
pair the usefulness or general plan of the 
building, and new proposals were solicited, 
that the facts might be reported to the 
Council. 

The new proposals were opened Satur- 
day, Aug. 27, and were still in excess of 
the appropriation. I therefore return to 
the Council the plans of said building, and 
report that the order cannot be executed, 

I would call the attention of the Council 
that a certain amount will be necessary 
for grading and employing a suitable per- 
son to see that any contract is faithfully 
carried out. Very respectfully,

The School Committee also contributed | 
the resolution adopted at its last regular | 
meeting, Which was reported in full at the | 
time in the LEDGER. 


Councilman Jones wished to.hear from 
the Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Buildings relative to the changes which 
had been contemplated in the plans. It 
was important that the building should be | 
erected as soon as possible, 

Councilman Gray moved that the com- | 
munications be received and placed on file. 

Councilman Fallon inquired if there 
were not other systems of heating andj} 
ventilating as good as the Smead at much 
less cost. Believed in giving other systems | 
a chance to figure. 

The communications were received and 
placed on file. | 

Councilman Moxon said be did not wish 
to be held responsible for a statement 
which he did not make: that the building 
could be erected for $26,000 or $27,000. He 
then spoke concerning alterations. Con- 
cerning the heating and ventilating system, 
there were only two or three that the State 
Board of Health would approve. The 
Smead was first in the field and was good. 
Others might be equally good. It was 
necessary in the plans that some system 
should be adopted as they were radically 
different. The Smead system for such a 
building would cost about $5000. The 
Fuller & Warren claimed to be equally 
good would cost less. As to other changes 
he was of the opinion that without making 
any exterior alteration or reducing the 
size, the cost of the interior could be re- 
duced, to bring it within the appropriation. 
There were some improvements over the

John Hancock building. The vestibule 
entrances were one which he hoped would 
stand, also the two teachers’ rooms instead 
of one. The wainscoting of the rooms, 
the painting of the floors and other 
changes might be made. 


Councilman Gray offered the following: 


OrpDERED,—That the order appropria- 
ting $31,500 for the erection of an eight 
room brick schoolhouse in Ward Three, 
approved by His Honor the Mayor, Aug. 
—, be and is hereby rescinded. 


Councilman Jones thought such action 
would not be business-like. It was abso- 
lutely necessary to furnish accommodations 
and the Council had done wisely in mak- 
ing the appropriation. There was plenty 
of time in which to complete the building be- 
fore next April. He moved an amendment 
to refer the whole matter back to the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings tq modify plans. 

Councilman Bryant called for the read- 
ing of the order making the appropriation. 


ORDERED—That the sum of $31,500, or 
so much thereof as may be necessary, be 
and is hereby appropriated for the erec- 
tion of a brick building of eight school 
rooms on a lot of Jand on Brooks avenue 
in Ward Three, and the City Treasurer is 
hereby authorized to borrow the sum of 
$51,500 in nine notes of the city of Quincy 
for $3500 each, the first note to fall due 
August Ist, 1893, and one note to fall due | 
on Augnst Ist of each year until all are 
paid, said notes to bear interest at a rate 
not to exceed six per cent, per annum, 


Councilman Gray said he should claim 
that no changes could be made in the plans 
and specifications after the appropriation. 

Councilman Warner opposed rescinding. 
He claimed the appropriation was not 
made to build according to any plans. 

Councilman Gray said it was the under- 
standing that the new building was to be 
similar to the John Hancock. 

Councilman Moxon said the plans were 
substantially the same. Some changes 
were required by the introduction of the 
ventilating system. 

Councilman Bryant thought it would 
settle the matter if the plans were changed 
and approved by the School Committee, so 
as to bring within the appropriation. 
That this might be done he moved to ad- 
journ, 

The motion to adjourn was put and de- 
clared lost. It was doubted and verified 
by vote of & yeas and 9 nays. 

Councilman Gray said the Mayor has made 
an attempt to reduce the cost, but unsuc- 
cessfully. It was legal, right and the 
proper thing to do to rescind the order. 
He was further opposed to erecting a brick 
building in winter, and thought the city 
had seen enough of this folly in the erec- 
tion of the Willard. 

Councilman Duffield wanted to hear 
from Mayor relative to the legality of 
changing specifications, the power of the 
Mayor, School Committee and Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 

Mayor Fairbanks understood it to be the 


duty of the executive to carry out the 
wishes of the legislative. It was the 
opinion of the City Solicitor that the 
Mayor could not make any changes in| 


the specifications without the sanction of 
the Council. 

Councilman Fallon moved to amend the 
specifications, to include other systems of 
heating and ventilating. 

The question, however, was on recom- 
miting. 

Councilman Jones believed the Mayor 
should be given authority to change plans 
and specifications. 

Councilman Holden hoped that when! 
the matter came up again that the Council | 
would be informed as to the total cost of 


the building complete to the grading. |

It may be cashed by 
the holder anywhere, without question, 
and there is no way of tracing it, if it is 
stolen or lost. It costs the sender three 
cents at least, even if his remittance is 
only ten or twenty-five cents, and if it is 
not cashed at some post-office within three 
months it gets out of date and a new note 
has to be obtained at an expense of three 
cents more and a good deal of bother be- 
sides. The government undoubtedly 
makes a profit out of the postal note in 
spite of all the extra Jabor and book-keep- 
ing which it necessitates, but nobody else 
does, und it seems unfair that the public 
should be taxed in this way for the support 
of the postal service. If the government 
would issue fractional paper currency of 
the denominations, ten, twenty-five and 
fifty cents, in connection with the frac- 
tional silver currency, the postal note would 
soon become a thing of the past, and busi- 
hess men would be better satisfied.

There isa 
terrible kind of native cheese, says Mur- 
ray’s Magazine, called ‘‘ mysost,”’ which is 
made of goat's milk; it is brown in color, 
and served in the shape of bricks, done up 
in silver paper.

All 
the water is then boiled out, and the re- 
mainder is compressed into these brown 
bricks which taste sweet and gritty. Love 
of this cheese would take some time to 
acquire; the opportunity is not lacking, for 
it appears at every meal, from breakfast 
onward. There are several native cheeses. 
Another terrible one, “‘pultost,”’ is made 
with carraway seeds, and always smells as 
if it had gone bad. Mysost bas no smell, 
fortunately, only a terrible aspect and taste. 
Dr. Julius Nicholyson told us he wanted to 
send a few Norwegian delicacies to a friend 
in Germany, and among others he put in 
apiece of the native mysost. His friend

EDITORIAL NOTES, 


NATIONAL EDITORIAL CONVENTION, — 
YELLOWSTONE PARK.—WESTERN 
CITIES, PRAIRIES, ETC. 


Letter No. 6. 


One of the most notable features con- 
nected with the great Northern Pacific 
railroad, is the elegant dining cars, which 
were built at the Pullman Car Works, be- 
ing marvels of luxury and of the mosi ele- 
gant design and finish. In these cars we 
could sit down to a bountiful ‘‘spread,’’ 
comprising all the delicacies of the season 
on both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, as 
well as the fish and game obtained from 
the country through which the road passes, 
for which we paid the modest sum of sey- 
enty-five cents per meal. 

We arrived at Livingston on Sunday 
evening, and found many of the stores and 
saloons opened. It is a lively western town 
of some three thousand inhabitants, with 
four hotels, three banks, 100 stores, one 
daily and two weekly newspapers, two 
schools and seven churches. Although 
there appears to be an overabundance of 
land, there is, as in all lively western and 
southern towns, a real estate boom, and 
small house lots near the main street were 
selling for several hundred dollars per lot. 

On Monday morning the editors and la- 
dies left Livingston in their four Pullman 
cars over the Park branch for Cinnabar, 
which was fifty-one miles directly to the 
South. The railroad follows the Yellow- 
stone river, the entire distance. Three 
miles from Livingston the road passes the 
canyon of the Yellowstone, or gate of the 
mountains; forming a natural entrance to 
the upper valley. The canyon is one mile 
long, just wide enough to comfortably ad 
mit of the railroad and river, the moun- 
tain walls rising some 2,000 feet on either 
side. Passing through this canyon Para- 
dise valley is entered, which extends some 
thirty miles up the river and is from seven 
to twelve miles wide. 

Arriving at Cinnabar we took coaches or 
wagons, made at Concord, N. H.. and con- 
sidered the safest and best for travelling 
over rough roads of anything manufactured 
on this globe, for Mammoth Hot Springs 
hotel some seven miles away. The coach 
ride is especially pleasant, contrasted with 
the necessary long railway journey to reach 
this region. In the distance we could see 
the snow clad mountains; and in going 
these few miles we ascended nearly 2,000 
feet, and on arriving at Mammoth Hot 
Springs we found ourselves feet 
above sea level. Although at this great 
elevation it was warm and delightful during 
our five days’ stay; and during some of our 
trips in the park we went over mountains 
10,000 feet high. 

On arriving at the Mammoth Hot 
Springs we found a very large and nice ho- 
tel which would accommodate about three 
hundred persons, and was probably never 
full but once, and that was the day before 
our party left for home. There never has 
been so many visitors to the park on one 
excursion as there were in our party, (one 
hundred and sixty), and there were proba- 
bly not more than seventy in the hotel 
when we arrived. Before we left the park 
a Raymond excursion party came in and 
the large house, for once, got crowded. 

Although the National Park is sixty-five 
miles long and fifty-five miles wide, em- 
bracing an area of three thousand five hun- - 
dred and seventy-five square miles, there 
are not more than twenty-five houses in 
the whole territory; and the larger number 
of these are at the Mammoth Hot Springs, 
where our tourists make their first stop. 
There are scattered at other attractive 
points, a few large hotels, not over six, we 
think, in all; and one of those was built 
this season. 

At the Mammoth Hot Springs we found 
stationed a company of United States 
Cavalry, the commanding officer being 
superintendent of the park. During the 
summer months cantonments are scattered 
throughout the park, consisting of a non- 
commissioned officer and two or more cav- 
alry men; whose duties are to protect the 
various objects of interest from vandalism, 
and to see that no hunters enter it; as the 
killing of game is prohibited. The park is 
free from questionable characters, owing to 
the rigid enforcement of the orders of the 
commanding officer. Several scouts are 
employed by the Government, who roam 
over the entire area, to put out fires and 
protect the game. Among the wild ani- 
mals said to be found in the park,—al- 
though we saw very few—are the buffalo, 
elk, deer, antelope, bear, mountain lion, 
wolf, fox, beaver, otter, mink, muskrat, 
rabbit, hare, squirrel, ete. Among the 
birds are the grouse, owl, hawk, eagle, vul- 
ture, duck, goose, brant, swan, etc.

APPLE PuppING. One pound of grated 
apple, half a pound of butter, half a pound 
| of sugar, six eggs, half a pint of cream, the 
| juice and grated rind of one lemon; grate 
}your apples; beat the butter and sugar 
very light, whisk the eggs and add to it, 
add the apples, cream and lemon. Stir all 
together, line your pie plates with rich 
paste, pour in the mixture and bake it, A 
few currants may be added, 


Rice DumpiinGs. Put your rice in a 
stew pan, and pour on each cup of rice one 
gill of milk; stand it near the fire where it 
| will keep hot but not boil. As soon as it 
jhas absorbed all the milk, pare your ap- 
| ples, take out the cores, and put the rice 
around them instead of paste. Boil them 
until the apple is soft. They should be 
| tied in dumpling cloths. 


SARATOGA PoTaToEs. Peel the pota- 
toes, slice them with a cold-slaw cutter and 
throw them into ice-water; let them lie in it 
several hours, even fora night, and wipe 
quite dry; have ready a skillet, with boil- 
ing lard quite deep in it; throw the pota- 
| toes in, and they will brown quickly; lift 
| them out with a perforated skimmer, and 
drain on a dish spread with soft paper. 


Porato Rippon. Peel the potatoes 
and lay them in ice-water for an hour; 
then pare with a small knife, round and 
round, in one continuous curling strip; 
drop into boiling lard; drain, and arrange 
neatly on a hot dish. They can be placed 
around the edge of a dish upon which beef- 
steak is served. 


Peel fine ripe tomatoes, cut them up in 
small pieces, and put in a pan a layer of 
bread crumbs, then a layer of tomatoes, 
| with pepper, salt and some pieces of but- 
ter; then put another layer of bread 
crumbs and tomatoes, and so on till the 
! dish is full. Spread some beaten eggs over 
the top and set it in the oven and bake it.

the known world. This reservation will 

| be opened to settlers within the next sixty 
days, and it is safe to say that within the 
next six months thousands of families will 
have secured homes at settlers’ prices, 
which in three years’ time will be worth 
from $50 to $100 per acre, and which will 
yield every year the value of the farm in 
the rich preducts of the Northwest. 

The government agent is now paying the 
Indians for this land, and thousands of 
men, women and children are gathering on 
the border, waiting to cross over into the 
promised land.

The old chief of the Dacotahs said, in ad- 
dressing his braves, a few days ago:

“T will?’ was his response, “Sand as 
your father will not take the precaution to 
checkmate any move these ruffians may 
make I will perfect my plans so that we 
can escape from the bark in case Rosario 
and his men mutiny and seize her.” 

‘** And papa ?’’ faltered Ella. 

“I'll force him to go with us. Now 
don’t worry, dear heart, for I feel able to 
cope with these rascals when the time for 
action comes.” 

They were in the upper Gulf of Cali- 
fornia, where it narrows to meet the 
waters of Colorado river. 

The bark Peerless, 


of which Ella’s 


| father was captain and owner, was loaded 
}with arms and ammunition 
| 


and other 
supplies for the United States troops at 
Fort Yuma, 

All but two of the original crew ship- 
ped in New York had died of the yellow 
fever, which broke out with terrible vir- 
ulence shortly after they passed Cape St. 
Lucas and entered the gulf. 

The captain had managed to get his 
vessel into Guaymas, and there the two 
remaining members of his crew had de- 
serted. 

In consequence he was obliged to ship a 
native crew and employ Manuel Rosario, 
an ex-pearl diver who, unknown to him, 
was implicated in a revolution then in 
progress on the peninsula, to enlist the 
requisite number of men. 

Rosario had got together a band of as 
bloodthirsty ruffians as it was possible to 
find, and had no difficulty inducing them 
to lend a willing acquiescence to all his 
nefarious schemes. 

He boldly planned to make Captain 
Myers, the captain's daughter, Ella, and 
the mate, Frank Edwards, prisoners, seize 
the vessel and run it into a secluded harbor 


between the head of San Francisco island 
andthe mouth of the Colorado river. 

Here he would be joined by a party of 
the insurgents, who would loot the vessel, 
after which it would be broken up. 

The tides on the Gulf of California are 
gigantic, the rise and fall of the water 
averaging seventy-five feet. 

Rosario knew that they would enter the 
mouth of the Colorado river that night, 
and as the tide was particularly swift at 
that point the bark would be securely 
anchored during the ebb and flow of the 
tremendous current, 

This he resolved should be the time and 
place of atiack, and his faithful henchmen 
only awaited his signal to make the 
captain, the mate, and the beautiful young 
girl prisoners. 

In tow of the bark was a small dinghy. 

Drawing this up to the rudder post Mate 
Edwards opened one of the cabin windows 
and dropped into it such articles as would 
be of use to them in their flight, as well 
as provisions for three or four days. 

He then informed Ella of these prep- 
arations, and she held herself in readiness 
to flee at a moment's notice. 

At about 4 o'clock in the afternoon the 
Peerless entered the river, and as the tide 
was low and would shortly turn Captain 
Myers secured his vessel with a bow and 
stern anchor and awaited the coming rush 
of water, preceded by its ordinary high 
advance wave. 

It could be discerned in the distance. 

The captain and his daughter were lean- 
ing over the stern rail watching its ap. 
proach when Manuel

‘Over the stern rail, There is a ladder. 
Drop into the boat. I will keep these other 
ruffians at bay.” 

He began firing into the horde of ad- 
vancing mutineers, 

By the time his revolver was emptied, 
Captain Myers and Ella had reached the 
boat. 

During the afternoon he had cleaned the 
captain’s double barreled shotgun, heavily 
charged it with slugs and concealed it on 
deck under a tarpaulin. 

With a yell of defiance he caught it up 
and discharged both barrels in the very 
faces of the mutineers. 

They recoiled before this terrible fire, 
and,taking advantage of their discomtiture, 
Frank slipped over the rail and cut the 
boat adrift. 

Before he could seize the oars the first 
big wave of the tide was upon them and 
they were hurried on past the vessel and 
far up the river with frightful velocity,

* After them!"’ shouted Rosario, leaping

Suddenly they began to flounder and 
sink in the sand. 

‘**A quicksand!” they cried, and made 
desperate efforts to reach firm grounds. 

In vain! 

The more they struggled the deeper they 
sank, and when the next wave swept up 
the river they were ingulfed in ten feet of 
water, 

Not a soul escaped, and when, after 
waiting patiently on the island until the 
big tide was full, Mate Edwards rowed the 
captain and his daughter back to the Peer- 
less, there was a look of greatful pride on 
the old skipper’s face as he regarded his 
brave young mate. 

Four of the mutineers had been shot 
dead and three others were desperately 
wounded, The bodies of the dead were 
thrown overboard and the wounded were 
imprisoned in the forecastle. 

When Fort Yuma was reached and the 
vessel had been unloaded there was a 
grand wedding on the deck of thé Peerless, 
and when she started on her homeward 
voyage a happier couple could not be found 
than Mr. and Mrs. Frank Edwards.

The Coddington School Lands, 


THE MOUNT WOLLASTON CEMETERY AND 
ALMS-HOUSE FARM. 


In November, 1885, Mr. Samuel A. 
Bates, for many years now the town-clerk 
of Braintree, printed in the Randolph Reg- 
ister an article relating to the circum- 
stances under which the Coddington 
School lands, as they are called, came into 
the possession of the original town of 
Braintree. The question has a certain de- 
gree of interest, as the Mt. Wollaston ceme- 
tery is now on one portion of these lands,as 
the Quincy Alms-house is upon another 
portion of them. 

Mr. Bates is unquestionably better in- 
formed than any one else now living on all 
antiquarian and traditional matters relat- 
ing to the original town of Braintree; and 
it is cause for serious regret that his ad- 
dress on the 250th anniversary of the in- 
corporation of the town has not been pub- 
lished in form for preservation. It should 
yet be done; and, whenit is done, oppor- 
tunity should be afforded Mr. Bates to in- 
corporate in an appendix to the address 
much of that curious and valuable local in- 
formation he possesses, which otherwise 
bids fair to die with him. Quincy has 
done its share in this line, and it is now 
the turn of Braintree to make a valuable 
addition to its printed record in the local 
celebrations of 1858, 1861 and 1876. The 
250th anniversary ought to be marked by a 
mile-stone. 

Until Mr. Bates printed his article on 
the subject,which was reprinted in the Pa- 
TRIOT of December 5th, 1885, it had al- 
ways been assumed that the, so-called, 


earliest educational endowment. The tra- 
diticn was old and unbroken. It first ap- 
pears in a foot-note on page 22 of the Rev. 
John Hancock's century sermons, 
preached by him in the North Precinct 
meeting house on the 16th of September, 
1739. Mr. Hancock there refers to Cod- 
dington as “‘the munificent donor of our 
school lands, which now rent at 142 L.,} 
from which this town has reaped great} 
benefit in good schools for many years | 
past.’’ A-century later Dr. Lunt in bis 
two discourses on the 200th anniversary of 
the first church referred to Coddington (p. 
22), and, in an appendix (F. pp. 73-5) to 
the printed copy of his discourses quoted 
Mr. Hancock's language as above, adding 
that, for the reason stated, Coddington 
was ‘‘one who deserves to be remembered 
by the inhabitants of this place.” In like 
manner in 1858, Charles Francis Adaws 
said (p 25) in an address delivered at the 
inauguration of the present Braintree 
Town-hall,—*'Coddington’s name is there- 
fore entitled to be inscribed on the hearts 
of the people as that of their earliest bene- 
factor.” Ina brief memoir of Edmund 
Quincy (N. E. Hist. & Gen. Reg., April, 
1884) the late Miss E. S. Quincy, referring 
to Coddington says, ‘He sold bis Mt. Wol- 
laston estate to Edward [William ?] Tyng, 
and gave the rest of his lands to the town 
of Braintree.” Finally, Dr. Pattee in his 
history of the town (pp, 315-17) uses the 
following language:— 

“On the worn and tattered first page of 
the old Braintree town records, we tind the 
copy of a conveyance, which gave to 
Braintree, (now Quincy,) a large tract of 
territory, the income of which has ever 
since been held for the benefit of the pub- 
lic schools. Who was this earliest bene- 
factor? It was Mr. William Coddington, a 
man who deserves to be remembered by the 
present and future inhabitants of the town. 
Mr.Codding'on was a man of high respecta- 
bility and of good intellect; but because he 
dared to advocate a religious doctrine 
which today would be considered but a 
common belief, he was forced to leave the 
colony. Mr, Coddington, soon after he re- 
moved to Rhode Island, through his agent, 


Mr. Richard Wright, gave his large landed 
estate, comprising what is now the town 
farm, the Mount Wollaston Cemetery, and 
meadow land at Rock Island, to the town 
of Braintree for the purpose of establishing 
and supporting the public schools in order 
that future generations might reap the 
benefit of a liberal education, and thus see 
the folly of ex-communicating from society 
individuals for their honest religious opin- 
ions. The income of this munificent be- 
quest has been used to advance the inter- 
est of education in this town from that 
time to this.” 


A tradition a century and a half old, re- 
lating to an important town transaction 
which occurred only two hundred and fifty 
years ago, is certainly entitled to respect; 
especially when it originates with so ex- 
cellent an authority on a matter of this 
sort as the Rey. John Hancock. An oral 
tradition, also, has during recent years 
lingered about the town, for which the 
late William S. Morton was, I believe, 
largely responsible, that among the an- 
cient papers in the Suffolk registry was 
one containing a reference to Coddington’s 


deed of gift,—in which document the 
donor expressed in language of much 
strength a hope that his gift might pro- 
duce on the descendants of those then 
inhabiting what is now Quincy 
some such effects as that indicated in 
Dr, Pattee’s text. But this phase of the 
tradition could probably be traced to a 
careless, unconsidered statement in one of 
the notes to Whitney's History of Quincy 
(p. 20), to the effect that ‘ta descendent of 
this Coddington afterwards gave certain 
portions of laud lying towards Mt. Wollas- 
ton to the town of Braintree for the sup- 
port of schools, as he said, ‘that the next 
generation might not be as ignorant as the 
present is,’ ”’ 

In his article in the Randolph Register 
Mr. Bates questioned the accuracy of the 
whole tradition, both written and oral, 
giving his reasors for so doing, and assert- 
ing finally that “the only ground on which 
the name of the Coddington fund can be 
applied to it is that the land was given by 
the town of Boston to William Coddington, 
who was afterwards driven from the colony 
for his adherence to and sympathy with 
Antinomian sentiments, that the courts 
adjudged that Richard Wright, the lawful 


attorney of William Coddington should 
convey to the town of Braintree said land, 
and that the said town should pay for the 
same the sum of £98,”" 


Mr. Don Gleason Hill of Dedham, an 
experienced conveyancer as well as an 
accomplished antiquarian, has recently at 
my request made a careful examination of 
all the publications and papers on record 
bearing on this question. As the result of 
so doing he confirms Mr. Bates’ conclu- 
sions in every respect, finding no basis 
whatever for Mr. Hancock's statement or 
Dr. Pattee’s more recent surtises. The 
whole transaction is now enveloped in 
obscurity; but, as nearly as can be ascer- 
tained from the records and the few ad- 
ditional data which have come to light, 
the facts in relation to the Coddington 
school lands were somewhat as follows: 
The original undivided grant from the 
town of Boston to William Coddington 
and Edmund Quincy was made on the 
14th of December, 1635, and covered many 
hundred acres, including the peninsular of 
Germantown, the present almshouse 
grounds and the Mt. Wollaston cemetery, 
the Mt. Wollaston farm, the Merry Mount 
park and the Sailors’ Home property, and 
also the former Quincy farm, down to 
what was formerly known as “‘the farms,” 


(Adams Braintree Address, 1858, p. 57). 
Mr. Coddington is said to have built a 
house within the limits of what is now 
the Merry Mount park, but the grant re- 
mained undivided until 1636. Edmund 
Quincy died some time in 1635 and the 
next year a division was roade, the eastern 
portion of the grant, including the present 
Mt. Wollaston farm and what subsequently 
became known as the ‘‘school lands’ or 
town farm, falling to the share of Cod- 
dipgton. 

The so-called Antinomian controversy 
raged in 1636 and culminated at the close 
of 1637, when the adberents of Mrs. 
Hutchinson were in November ordered by 
name to bringin their arms and deliver 
them up to Capt. Robert Keayne. Siding 
as he did with the Antinomian party, Cod- 
dington, though not actually exiled, left 
Boston in April, 1638, going to Rhode 
Island, where he afterwards lived until his 
death in 1678. At the time of his removal 


he was a man of thirty-seven years of age, 
and writing to Gov. Winthrop two years 
afterwards he said: ‘‘What myselfe and 
wife and familye did induer in that re- 
moveall, I wish nether you nor yours may 
ever bee put unto.” IV Mass. Hist. Soc. 
Coll. vi314). There is, nevertheless, no 
ground whatever for Dr. Pattee’s assertion 
that Coddington was forced to leave the 
colony ‘because he dared to advocate a 
religious doctrine, which today would be 
considered a common belief."’ As to the 
theological issues involved in the Antino-

human being alive so receives them; they 
are antiquated, abandoned ana forgotten. 
So faras the other issues are concerned, 
Coddington said al! there is now to say when 
in 1640 he wrote to Winthrop referring to 
them: ‘I well approve of a speech of one 
of note amongst you, that we were ina 
heat and chafed, and were all of us to 
blame; in our strife, we had forgotten we 
were brethren.’ (Lb. 317). 

None the less, Coddington in his anger 
went into exile, whether in his case vol- 
Untary or pot, “‘upon 14 dayes tyme 
(ib. 314) leaving his affairs in the Massa- 
chusets colony in a very unsettled con- 
dition. So far as his farm was concerned, 
the next year (1639) dating from Newport, 
on April 9, he sold, together with his house 
in Boston, to William Tynge, a merchant, 
five hundred and twenty acres of land at 
Mt. Wollaston, reserving a right of shelter 
for thirty head of cattle for the coming 
winter. (Lechford, Note Book, 62, 66). 
The land thus conveyed at Mt. Wollaston 
was apparently not at ouce delivered, but 
subsequently, on the Lith and 16th of 
October following, another conveyance was 
made of a portion of it through William 
Cheeseborough, assignee of Coddington, 
to Richard Wright and by him to Tynge, 
(Suffolk Deeds, i. 26). A large tract of 
land still remained unconveyed, a portion 
of which subsequently became the Brain- 
tree School lands; while the portion sold 
to Tynge, known as the Mt. Wollaston 
farm, was at his death (1661) left by him 
to his daughter, Mrs. Shepard, and is still 
in the hands of her descendants. (Hist. 
of Norfolk County, 308—9). 

Recurring mow to the other still uncon- 
veyed portion of the Coddington grant, it 
would seem to have been the original in- 
tention of Coddington to include this also 
in the sale to Tynge, but, apparently, the 
30 doing was prevented by legal! proceedings 
then pending based on a claim to a deed of 
the land on the part of those living in the 
neighborhood, in pursuance of some agree- 
ment or “* promise’’ concerning it alleged 
to have been made by Coddington. The 
negotiation for the sale to Tynge was in 
1639; the town of Braintree was incor- 
porated on the 16th of May, 1640; and on 
the 25th of August, 1640, three months 
afterwards, Coddington writes to Winthrop 
from Newport, as follows:—‘' I was ad- 
vised by letter first out of the Bay that the 
Governor, and the Deputy and other of the 
magistrates had advised and encouraged 
the town of Brantree to commence a suit 
against me. After I received a note from 
the Governor, that it was for a promise. 
I know nothing of it, in regard whereof I 
desire that the Plaintiffs may put in their 
complaint in answer, and that I may have 
time given to put in my defence.” (IV. 
Mass. Hist. Soc. Coll. vi, 317).

No trace of the suit here referred to can 
be found in the court or other archives; 
but, on the first page of the Braintree 
records, the school lands are spoken of us 
*‘recoverd’’ of Coddington, and the copy 
of a conveyance from Coddington’s at- 
torney, Richard Wright, bears date July 
10, 1640. The land conveyed was, appar- 
ently, one hundred and fifty-three acres, 
lying in three parcels, one of seventy-five, 
another of forty, and a third of twenty- 
eight acres, and the consideration paid was 
£98 besides some ‘shillings and eight 


pence’’; the mutilated first page of the 
book of records adds “‘being * * * 
° . 


ground allowed by the Court to * 
of Braintree out of the goods of * 
Coddinton” = 9: 


The legitimate inference from the above 
data is that Coddington agreed in 1639 to 
sell his farm at Mt. Wollaston to Tynge; 
but, owing to some legal proceediugs based 
on an alleged promise of his, was unable 
to convey title to the whole. He did con- 
vey title to a portion of it on the 16th of 
October, 1639, and the litigation in regard 
to the balance came to a close in June, 
1640; so that at the very time in August, 
1640, that Coddington was writing from 
Newport to Winthrop professing ignorance 
of the grounds on which suit had been 
brought against him, his agent in Massa- 
chusetts, Richard Wright, had already, on 
June Sth, sold the land to the town of 
Braintree, on some terms and at a price 
‘allowed by the Courte.”’ The suit, what- 
ever it was, seems, therefore, to have been 
decided against Coddington before he had 
time to file any answer to the town’s de- 
mand. 

Through the action of the Court, as ap- 
pears from the fragments of the convey- 
ance still w be deciphered on the first page 
of the town records, Braintree ‘‘ recoverd 
of Mr. Coddington” a portion of the land 
then in Richard Wright's legal possession, 
the Court at the same time protecting 
Wright by ordering payment to be made to 
him of a specified sum, presumably the 
consideration on which the alleged 
‘*promise’’ of Coddington was made, 
The land thus acquired was then devoted 
to the support of the town’s school. An- 
other portion of the grant seems under 
this action of the court to have been re- 
leased from litigation, and this portion 
was subsequently (November 10, 1641) con- 
veyed, in accordance with the Newport 
deed of April 9, 1630,by Wright to Cheese- 
borough and by him to Tynge. (Suffolk 
Deeds, i, 26). The whole amount finally 
getting to Tynge being some 400 acres 
while 153 were conveyed to the town. 

Now as to the adequacy of the consider- 
ation paid by the town to Wright: Cod- 
dington’s sale to Tynge covered his brick 
dwelling-house in Boston, standing on 
what is now Washington street, opposite 
Dock Square (Mem. Hist. of Boston ii. 
xxi) together with his garden, orchard,&c, 
with sundry lands, and five hundred acres 
at Mt. Wollaston all for the price of £1300 
sterling. The town paid Wright for about 
one-third of the Mt. Wollaston property. 
The day after the sale to Tynge of 9th 
April, 1639, Tynge gave Coddington a 
mortgage on the Mt. Wollaston land and 
buildings to secure payment of £800. 
(Lechford, Note-book, 64) and the estate 
there was probably valued at not less than 
that sum. The town-lands subsequently 


‘“*recoverd '’ were in acreage nearly one| P' 


third of the whole, but did not include 
house or out-buildings. Estimating this 
portion in value at one quarter of the 
whole, it represented in the sale to Tynge, 
£200. The amount paid for it under the 
order of the Court was less than £100. 
Coddington’s alleged ‘promise’? may 
have been to sell it to the town for this 
sum, being about half its known value. 
Subsequently, but not until 1667, the 
original deed of Coddington to Tynge; of 
April 9, 1639, was placed on record in 
Boston by Thomas Brattle, Tynge’s son- 
in-law. (Suffolk Deeds, v, 173.) It also 
appears that, while Wright's deed to the 
town bore date June 10th, 1640, he did not 
make formal delivery and seizin until May, 
1641. (Braintree Records, 1-2) From 
which facts it would appear that Tynge, 
having knowledge of the suit brought by 
the town did not rely for his title on Cod- 
dington’s deed of April, 1639, and that 
Wright, though he gave a deed of the land 


at Mt. Wollaston to the town in June, 1640, 
in accordance with the order of the Court, 
deferred making any formal delivery of 
the property until the following May. 
During the intervening eleven months it is 
fair to presume he consulted with his prin- 
cipal, Coddington, and may have secured 
his assent to the final arrangement and 
transfers both to Tynge and the town. 

Thus it would seem that the Coddington 
school lands were not a voluntary gift from 
William Coddington to the infant town of 
Braintree; but that, he, having contracted 
to sell them to another party, was, to his 
extreme discontent, prevented from s0 
doing by legal proceedings the character of 
which cannot now be ascertained. The 
land then was conveyed to the town by 
Coddington’s agent, holding a legal title to 
them, and he received in payment therefor 
&sum of money, fixed by an order of the 
Court, and representing about half of their 
market value. 

But it still remains to account 
tradition of a free gift; nor is this an easy 
thing to do. That tradition cannot be 
summarily dismissed as wholly without 
foundation, for almost invariably there is 
some basis for every general and long ac- 
cepted popular belief as to occurrences in 
the past; and, moreover, in this particular 
case, the belief is traced te the Rey. John 
Hancock, who, in giving form to it, not 
only stated what was current a century and 
a half ago, but, while so doing, had before 
him the first volume of Braintree records, 
which had been filled and laid aside only 
eight years before, and since Hancock's 
settlement in the town. It is not probable 
that the earlier pages of that volume had 
then become tattered with use, and in 
them the whole of Wright’s deed of the 
Coddington lands could have been, and 
probably had been, read by the minister. 
Certainly the facts set forth in those pages 
must have been known to many per- 
sons then living; and yet Mr. Hancock re- 
ferred to Coddington as the “munificent 
donor” of the lands in a matter of course 
way and as if it were a thing of common 
acceptance. He was speaking also of a 
comparatively recent transaction, for it 
had occurred only eighty-seven years before 
he came to dwell in the town, 

Any explanation of these contradictory 
circumstances must be based on pure sur 
mise. My own surmise is that the claim 
of the town to a deed of a portion of 
Coddington’s grant, was, as he says, in his 
letter to Gov. Winthrop, based on an al- 
leged ‘“‘promise’’ on Coddington’s part. 
The Coyrt, acting with great promptness 
and without waiting for Coddington to file 
an answer from his place of exile, ap- 
proved the claim of the town and awarded 
the land to it. This much we now know, 
for Wright gave a deed of the land to the 
town as “allowed by the Courte,’’ on the 
10th of June, 1640, and not until the 
25th of August did Coddington write to 
Winthrop asking time in the matter. Thus 


for the 


the land was conveyed to the town in ac- 
cordance with Coddington’s alleged 
“promise.’* This much the town knew 
and remembered; it never knew that 
Coddington wholly denied ever having 
made any such promise, and fully intended 
to defend against the town’s suit. This 
fact only came to light in 1863, when 
Coddington’s letter to Winthrop was pub- 
lished by the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. 

Thus the earlier generations of the 
town’s people, including the Rev. John 
Hancock, always supposed that the Court 
had compelled Richard Wright to make 
good William Coddington’s “ as 
respects those lands, and that Coddington 
was the ‘donor’ of them, while the con- 
sideration paid (£08) must have been re- 
garded as partial only. In lapse of years 
the idea of a free gift obtained general 
traditionary acceptance. None the less 
the letter to Winthrop of August 25, 1640, 
written three whole months after Wright's 
conveyance was executed, makes it clear 
that there was no free gift on Coddington’s 
part, but that the land was obtained by the 
town either through a compulsory legal 
process or through the act of an agent 
confessing a judgment not then authorized, 
though, possibly, afterwards approved by 
his principal. 

One of the singular and more unaccount- 
able features of the whole transaction is 
the fact that no trace exists in the records 
of this suit of the town, or action of “ the 
Courte.”’ In 1640-1 there were in Massa- 
chusetts no distinct judicial tribunals in 
the present sense of the term. The 
**Courte”’ referred to in the deed from 
Wright to the representatives of Braintree 
may have been the General Court, or 
Legislature, or the Court of Assistants, 
composed of the Magistrates chosen by vote 
at each aunual election, possibly, 
the County Court, which, created in 1639, 
was also composed of certain of the same 
Magistrates. The case against Coddington 
must have been heard and decided before 
one of these three tribunals; but, although 
after 1630 a careful record of the evidence 
given in every case tried in these courts, 
as well as of the judgments rendered by 
them, was by law required ‘to be kept to 
posterity,” diligent search has failed as 
yet to discover any trace of such a record 
relating to the Braintree school lands. 
This fact opens the way to a very un- 
pleasant inference. 

It will be noticed that in his letter to 
Winthrop of 26th August, 1640, Codding- 
ton says that he had been advised that 
“‘ the Governor and the Deputy and other 
of the magistrates had advised and 
encouraged” the suit brought against him 
by Braintree. Dudley was then Governor, 
and he was a bitter and even vindictive 
enemy of Coddington and all the Anti- 
nomian exiles. A narrow minded, harsh

heresies. He, also, together with “the 
deputy and other of the magistrates,’’ all 
enemies of Coddington, composed the 


“ Courte” which was to decide, and did 
decide, the suit, the bringing of which they 
‘had advised and encouraged.’ In those 
days furthermore it was “the custom 
for suitors to apply privately to the Magis- 
trates who were to try their causes, and 
by an exparte statement, forestall the 
favorable opinion of their Judges.” 
(Washburn, Judicial Mistury, 51); a 
custom some years later prohibited by law. 
While in the absence of any record or 
direct evidence, it would therefore be im- 
roper to assert that Coddington was ju- 
dicially despoiled of a portion of his estate 
at Mt. Wollaston for the benefit of the 
town of Braintree, all the indications point 
that way. Some corroboration for such an 
inference is also afforded by the fact that, 
while the deed to the town was executed 
by Coddington’s attorney, Wright, on the 
10th of June, 1640, Wright did not make 
delivery of the land until the following 
May, and his action was then apparently 
part of another transaction through which 
a valuable monopoly in milling was granted 
him by the town. (Braintree Records, 1.) 


Thus, though a highly respectable char- 
acter and a very harshly used man, Cod- 
dington’s name cannot, so far as appears 
properly be “‘inscribed on the hearts of the 
people as that of their earliest benefactor;”’ 
nor, as a “munificent donor,” can he longer 
head the list of those who, first and last, 
have given freely to the support of public 
education in Braintree and its off-sprin 
towns. So far as any record yet discover 
discloses the facts, be seems to have done 
what he did under compulsion; if, indeed, 
he was not judicially despoiled, without 
having been allowed time in which to de- 
fend himself.

Street Plant. 


The permanent plant by 
Commissioner Ewell should receive favor- 
able consideration from the City Council. 
We were among those who thought the 
present plant could be made satisfactory 
by running it through the year and accu- 
mulating material, but this would require 
considerable handling and consequently 
expense; the loading into carts and carting 
toa dump and then a reloading when re- 
quired. With an improved plant there 
would be an elevator which would carry 
the broken stone toa rotary screen from 
which it would be distributed into bins, 
under which carts could be backed and 
filled without handling. 

It seems desirable to get as central a 
location as possible, which must of course 
be where the stone can be quarried. If it 
is found that the present location is most 
desirable, the proposed electric freight 
railway may furnish a cheap method of 
transportation to South and West Quincy.

Eyes and Their Use. 


Few persons are aware, says M. Felix 
Hement, that besides size, shape and color, 
their eyes differ in visual force and in 
power of accommodation; and also that 
some faults affect only one of them. It is 
an established fact that we all use one eye 
—the right or the left—in preference, when 
looking through a glass or taking aim with 
agun. We are right or left-eyed as we are 
right or left-handed or footed. If we do 
not perceive this ourselves, oculists and op- 
ticians remark it. The ignorance of most 
people on this subject is illustrated by their 
buying glasses at the opticians’ without 
taking account of any difference between 
the eyes, Thus only one of the eyes is 
helped, while the other one, being less 
called into exercise, becomes less and less 
useful, and loses its powers, as a tool rusts 
when it is notin use. Yet both our eyes 
are needed to see well. It becomes, there- 
fore, highly important to observe how the 
child uses his eyes, in order to correct 
those attitudes which tend to injury of the 
sight as well as the health. Children, in 


; Writing, rarely fail to give the head an in- 


clination by which the eyes are placed at 
unequal distances from the paper. They 
are also apt to incline their head too far, 
and acquire the habit of bringing it too 
hear, as when they try to accommodate 
themselves toa feeble light. Not sufficient 
attention, we think, is given to these 
matters, especially when we consider the 
consequences of habits in mature 
age. A large proportion of our defects 
originate in want of proper care during 
childhood. We do wrong to such wonder- 
ful tools as our senses when we do not give 
the education they need. Is it not surpris- 
ing that parents who are so particular 
about the way their children hold their 
fork or spoon pay so little attention to the 
way they use their eyes ?

There should 
be no round-shouldered gymnasts, and I 
have yet to see any one who has achieved 
distinction as a gymnast who was not as 
Straight as an arrow, and across whose 
shoulder-blades a yardstick could not be 
placed without touching his back. 

In your exercises avoid devoting too 
much time to one kind of work. Do not 
spend all your time, for instance, on the 
horizontal bar, or on the parallel bars. 
What all would-be gymnasts should strive 
for is a symmetrical developement of their 
muscles. Youdo not want to have legs 
like a piano, hard and knotted with 
muscles, and arms like pipe stems. Nor 
do you want to have the arms and chest of 
a blacksmith and legs like those of a crane, 
You want to have all your muscles devel- 
oped alike, not one at the expense of an- 
ether. To avoid this lop-sided kind of 
growth is the reason that gymnasiums have 
such a variety of appliances.—Hurper’s 
Young People.

NATIONAL EDITORIAL CONVENTION.— 
YELLOWSTONE PARK.—WESTERN 
CITIES, PRAIRIES, ETC, 


Letter No. 7. 


The principal attractions at Mammoth 
Hot Springs, which our readers will re- 
member is the first stopping place for tour- 
ists in the park, is the beautiful terraces 


which are formed from the particles com- 
ing from the hot springs. As the water 
cools it coats the edges with stalactitic 
masses, froma light cream to the deepest 
shades of red; the predominating color be- 
ing bright orange. The terraces are 
formed so regularly and are so beautifully 
shaded that they seem the work of some 
ingenious hand. Articles of iron, glass, or 
avy bard substances placed in the water 
willin a few days become coated with a 
white deposit. Visitors to the park often 
carry tumblers, spoons, etc., to be coated, 
but it is usually better to buy of a dealer on 
the spot, than for travellers to attend to 
the things themselves; as more or less at- 
tention is required to see that the articles 
are well covered. 

The boiling springs and terraces are 
within a few hundred feet of the hotel, so 
that visitors can walk out and examine 
them at their leisure, or have guides from 
the hotel; but the guides, when an oppor- 
tunity offers, charge exhorbitant prices, 

The Mammoth Hot Springs are the most 
remarkable development of thermal action 
to be found in the world—occupying one 
hundred and seventy acres, with thirteen 
distinct terraces and over fifty active 
springs. 

There are no geysers at the Mammoth 
Hot Springs, but as you travel through the 
park you see many, and very remarkable 
ones too. Sometimes ten or twenty miles 
apart and usually along by a river. The 
largest number at any one point is at Up- 
per Geyser Basin. Here twenty-six are 
found. Some throw the boiling water 
but a few feet into the air, others from one 
hundred to two hundred feet. Many of 
them are very irregular, others are more 
precise. Some play every five minutes, 
others in three hours, four hours, twenty- 
four hours, six days, fourteen days, etc, 
Old Faithful, at this point, is very much 
enjoyed. Every sixty-three minutes, with 
rarely a variation of five minutes, day or 
night, summer or winter, this wonderful 
freak of nature gives its exhibition, which 
the visitors to the spot are at liberty to en- 
joy. Its eruptions begin with a few spas- 
modie spurts, during which considerable 
water is thrown out, and these are followed 
in from five to eight minutes by a column 
of hot water two feet in diameter, which is 
projected upwards to the height of one 
hundred and twenty-five to one hundred 
and fifty feet. The geyser is situated on a 
slight elevation formed of geyserite, which 
gives the tourist a grand chance to view the 
fine display offered once an hour. Be- 
tween times the visitor can go close to the 
crater, which has an oblong opening two 
by six feet, and examine it as much as he 


pleases. 
DEL, VEY & BUH saresenee a 
Faithful. Its name was suggested by the 


peculiar shape of its cone, which is about 
four feet in height, three feet in diameter 
at the top, by seven feet at the base, and 
nearly circular. Its nozzle-opening, or 
crater, is about eighteen inches across. 
Its eruptions are irregular, about three 
times a day. Visitors can approach close 
up to it while in action, with perfect secu- 
rity, as no rocks are thrown out, and the 
water is so hot it mostly evaporates while 
in the air. The height the water is 
thrown varies from one hundred and seven- 
ty to two hundred and twenty feet. 

While walking along near some of the 
Hot Springs, one can hear the noise of the 
boiling water beneath his feet, and see the 
vapor arising from crevices in the ground; 
his step vibrates, as though it was hollow 
underneath, and the smell of sulpkur in 
the air reminds him somewhat of the infer- 
nal regions, about which the good people 
used to try to frighten us in our younger 
days. The air in many places was so full 
of sulphur that one would know that a hot 
spring was in the vicinity when riding sev- 
eral hundred feet away. w. P.

Sewerage,’ be accepted ? 

We give below section eight, which has 
reference to assessing the owners of 
estates to pay for the same: 

Sec. 8 Said city shall bear the cost of 
any pumping station or stations and the 
appliances necessary therefor included in 
said system of sewerage and sewage dis- 
posal, but in case such cost amounts to 
less than one-third of the total cost of said 
system said city shall further pay and con- 
tribute such additional sum as may be 
needed to make the total payment borne by 
the city equal to one-third of such total 
cost. The remaining cost of said system 
shall be borne by the owners of estates sit- 
uated within the territory embraced by it 
and benefitted thereby, but no estate shall 
be deemed to be benefited unless or until 
a sewer is constructed into which it can be 
drained. The owners of such estates shall 
be assessed by said commissioners their 
proportional parts respectively of such pro- 
tion of the total cost of said system as is 
not borne by the city as above provided; 
such proportional parts shall be based upon 
the estimated average cost of all the sewers 
composing said system and shall be assessed 
by a fixed uniform rate according to the 
frontage of such estates on any street or 
way in which a sewer is constructed, or ac- 
cording to the area of such estate within a 
fixed depth from such street or way, or 
according to both frontage and area; and 
every such owner shall within three months 
after written notice of such assessment, 
served on him or on the occupant of his 
estate or sent by mail to the last address of 
said owner known to said commissioners, 
pay the sum so assessed to the city treas- 
urer. 

Provided, that said board shall, on the 
written request of any such owner made 
within said three months, apportion such 
assessment into such number of equal parts 
or instalments, not exceeding ten, as said 
owner shal! state in such request, and they 
shall certify such apportionment to the 
assessors ; interest from the date of said 
apportionment at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum shall be added to each of said 
assessments until they are paid.

Amendment to Ordinance, 

A communication from Mayor Fairbanks 
recommended a change in Section 11 of 
the ordinance concerning streets by substi- 
tuting “‘in or on”’ in place of ‘across,”’ so 
that it shall read : 


SECTION 11. No person shall stop with 
any team or carriage in or on any street in 
this city, in such a manner as to hinder or 
obstruct the travel over such street, nor at 
the side of, or so near to another team as 
to obstruct public travel.

The Hour of Meeting. 


The amendment proposed at the last 
meeting to change the hour of meeting 
from 7.45 to 7.50 Pp. M. came up for action, 
when upon motion of Councilman Gray iy 
was laid on the table. 

License Granted. 

Councilman Little presented the petition 
of the St. Mary’s C. T. A. Society for a 
license to give an entertainment, Granted. 

Botolph Street. 


The Committee on Streets recommended 
that Botolph street in Ward Six be ac- 


|} cepted, and reported an order for a public 


hearing to be given the second Monday in 
October. Adopted. 


Water Street Widening. 


The Committee on Streets reported, as 
instructed, an order laying out Water street 
forty feet wide and the taking of the ncces- 
sary land, assessing damages, etc. 

Councilman Jones believed it a mistake 
to widen to only forty feet, and moved that 
the whole matter be recommitted to the 
Committee on Streets that a hearing might 
be given on widening to forty-five feet. 
Washington street was from 40 to 100 
feet, yet barely wide enough. It was sng- 
gested to put the street railway in the centre 
of Water street, yet there was hardly room 
with street forty-five feet. No street where 
there is a railway should be less than forty- 
five feet. In the award of damages, the 
betterment to the estate had been taken 
into consideration. This Council should 
widen the street to forty-five feet and leave 
it for future Councils to pave if they saw 
it. The extra cost of the land damages 
to make the street forty-five feet would be 
about $3000, and the grading of the extra 
five feet might cost $500, The town fathers 
had years ago laid out Copeland sireet 
forty-five feet, and it looked niggardly of 
the City Council to make Water street but 
forty feet. Wards Three and Four were 
growing. The Street Railway might soon 
require an additional track on the street. 

Councilman Gray wanted to hear from 
others of the committee as to the damages. 
Engineer Whitman had said the cost in 
damages would be four times as large for 
45 feet as for 40 feet. If laid out 40 feet 
he believed the Council would order the 
street paved, 

Councilman Fallon thought it foolish to 
quibble over the small cost of the extra 
width. He had talked with many, and 
knew some who would rather take the 
money out of their pockets than to have 
the street but 40 feet. Sixty feet was none 
too wide. The traffic on this street was 
immense. 

Councilman Moxon thought this was 
not the time to discuss what the width 
should be. The Council would be foolish 
not to widen to 45 feet if the extra cost 
was but $3,500. He was willing the com- 
mittee should have another hearing. 

Councilman Jones said his personal esti- 
mate of the damages was less than $3000. 
He thought many lost sight of the better- 
ments to the estates, which should be con- 
sidered. 

Councilman Warner wanted the whole 
matter referred back to the committee with 
instructions to report an order for forty- 
five feet. 

Councilman Sherman desired to hear 
from the Commissioner of Public Works 
as to amount of damages. 

Commissioner Ewell said he had not 
considered damages. 

Councilman Sherman would favor the 
wider street if it would cost but $3500 ad- 
ditional, but he had some doubts as to the 
estimate. He disapproved hurrying the 
order through this evening. 

Councilman Roberts wished to hear from 
other members of the Committee on Streets. 

Councilman Moxon moved to lay the 
order reported by the committee on the 
table. 

Councilman Jones thought that would 
be all right. 

Councilman Little opposed believing if 


it was laid on the table there would be 
nothing to refer. 

Councilman Warner also opposed. 

Councilman Holden went into the com- 
mittee opposed to widening to forty-five 
feet, That was when it was proposed to 
pave. If the paving was to be laid over 
another year and the extra width would 
cost but $4,000, he favored the wider street. 

Councilman Gray thought if the dam- 
age for widening seven feet was $5000, 
that $3000 was a very small estimate for 
the additional five feet. 

Councilman Jones said the forty-five foot 
street would require the moving of but two 
more houses than the forty foot street. 

Courcilman Sherman asked if better- 
ment could be assessed and collected. He 
did not think the betterment act had been 
accepted, 

Councilman Jones said the Mayor had 
obtained an opinion from the City Solicitor 
that they could. 

Voted to lay the order on the table. 

Councilman Jones then offered an order 


fora hearing to be given on the second: 


Monday of October, on laying out Water 
Street 45 feet wide. He desired a two- 
thirds vote on this order now, that the 
sense of the Council might be obtained. 

Councilmen Bass and Gray said they 
would vote that the hearing be given, but 
would not bind themselves to vote finally 
in favor of the 45 foot width unless it 
could be done for the figures stated. 

Councilman Moxon hoped Councilman 
Jones would not jeopardize the order by 
insisting on a rising vote now, and the 
latter withdrew his request, and the order 
for a hearing passed. 

Adjourment Fixed 

After several different suggestions as to 
when the next meeting sbould be held, it 
was finally voted to adjourn to Thursday 
evening, Oct. 1. 

A One Year Loan. 

The Committee on Finance reported an 
order to appropriate $200 for Teal pond, 
$125 for bridge assessment, $50 for pay of 
John W. Hall as engineer in 1888-89, 
$162 for payment of ill for transporting 
school children from Squantum, and 
$297.46 for uupaid bills of 1890; the total 
of $834.46 to be borrowed on a one year 
loan, Ordered to second reading. 

State Aid. 

The application of Albert Hayden for 
State Aid, was referred to the Committee 
on State Aid, 

The Committee on State Aid recom- 
mended an increase for Theodore W. 
Fowle, $6 per month to William Simonds, 
$4 per month to Amelia Walsh. Adopted. 

Houghs Neck Fire Alarm Box. 

The Committee on Fire Department re- 
ported inexpedient to legislate on the loca- 
tion of a fire alarm box at Houghs Neck. 
Accepted. 

Election Returns. 

Councilman Duffield presented an order, 
that the Committee on Elections meet 
next Monday evening to receive the elec- 
tion returns. Adopted. 

To Pave Hancock Street. 

Councilman Holden presented an order 
to pave Hancuck street between Washing- 
ton street and Dimmock street, and that 
$6000 be borrowed for the purpose on notes 
of one, two and tbree years. 

Councilman Sherman thought Hancock 
street had received enough attention. 

Councilman Holden said it was not that 
portion in Ward One. His constituents 
were urging him to secure improvements 
for Ward One, which pays one-third of 
taxes. The location of the railroad on 
this street was dangerous, and the street 
was in a wretched condition. 

Councilman Jones favored paving our 
streets rather that Macadamizing, believing 
appropriations for the latter were money 
thrown away. All the principal streets 
should be paved. 

Councilman Fallon was glad to see these 
gentlemen now in favor of paving; it was 
the only way to obtain the value for the 
money expended. 

Councilman Jones said he had always 
favored paving but had been out voted. 

Councilman Little moved to lay order on 
table. Ward One may pay one-third of 
the taxes, but the burden was harder on 
the property holders in the other wards. 

Councilman Warner believed Hancock 
street should lay over. 

Voted 9 to 7 not to lay on table. 

Voted to refer to Committee on Streets.

City Matters. 


There now seems to be some prospect 
that Hancock street north of the church 
will be paved, Councilman Holden having 
introduced an order to that effect Mon- 
day This is the principal street in the 
city and should be put in decent condition. 
Ward One has been crowded to the wall 
ever since Quincy has been a city, it seems 
as if the council should pass this order. 
It was in very poor taste for some of the 
South aud West Quincy councilmen to so 
strenuously fight this order, considering 
the amount of money that is and has been 
appropriated for those two wards, 

The city has discovered that there is a 
difference between the phrase, ‘‘no person 
shall stop with any team or carriage across 
any street in this city,” ete, and the 
phrase, ‘tno person shall stop with any 
team in or on any street in this city in 
such @ manner as to hinder publie travel.’’ 
This knotty question was brought up in 
the police court the other day and it was 
discovered that this section of the city or- 
dinance concerning streets and public 
grounds, had no legal meaning as it origin- 
ally read, and the party who violated the 
ordinance was consequently discharged. 
Mayor Fairbanks called the attention of 
the city council to the defect, when it was 
immediately corrected. f 

As was to be expected, the report of 
the Committee ou Streets on Water street 
caused a long debate. The question was 
on recommiting the report, the committee 
having reported as instructed in favor of 
widening the street to a width of forty 
feet. Councilman Jones, the chairman of 
the committee, fought hard for the widen- 
ing of the street to forty-five feet, instead 
of forty. The land damage if the street is 
widened to forty feet will be $7600, but if 
the width is increased five feet more the 
damages will amount to several thousand 
dollars additional,—some authorities plac- 
ing this amount as high as $10,000 or 
$12,000, 

Many do not yet know that the pro- 
posed sewerage system does not provide for 
surface water and drainage, but such is the 
fact. There seems to be general lack of 
knowledge on this important question and 
a light vote is predicted for next Monday. 
A majority vote is all that is required to 
accept the act.

City of Quincy Enjoined. 


The supreme judicial court has extended 
its powerful arm and stayed an act that the 
city of Quincy thought it had a perfect 
right todo. A temporary injunction was 
issued Sept. 18 by Mr. Justice Morton, upon 
the petition of Mr. P. J, Cunniff, who 
claimed that the city, in widening one of 
its streets, was about to cause damage to 
his property. 

At the same time that the temporary in- 
junction was issued, Mr. Justice Morton 
issued a notice to the city authorities order- 
ing them to appear in court on Tuesday, 
Sept. 22, and show cause why the in- 
junction should not be made permanent. 
The city commenced to widen the street 
which runs by Mr. Cunniff's house in 1889, 
in accordance with the plans of the county 
commissioners. The authorities claimed 
that Mr. Cunniff's house projected two 
feet over his line. Last year the fence in 
front of the house was torn down to make 
room for the road, and, as the work pro- 
gressed this year, the authorities came to 
the conclusion that the front of the house 
would have to follow the fence. 

Notice was accordingly served on Mr. 
Cunniff a few days ago, but, instead of 
altering his habitation or moving it, he 
sought the advice of a lawyer, who decided 
to appeal to the supreme court.—erald. 

Mr. Cunniff petitioned the City Council 
at its last meeting to be allowed compen- 
sation for damages to his estate, which is 
on Hancock street in Ward Six. The pe- 
tition took the usual course, being referred 
to the Committee on Claims. 

It is a very peculiar case. Mr. Cunniff 
owns only balf of the estate and this is 
the front half,a line parallel with the street 
divides the house and land, Should Mr. 
Cunniff move his house back it will be 
onto the other man’s land. The city’s 
claim is believed to be good, The street 
is not being laid out wider, but is being 
built wider to the lines laid out many years 
ago. If it has no right to the land occu- 
pied by Cunniff, it has not to the strip of 
land that it has already taken from sev- 
eral estates. 

Mayor Fairbanks entered an appearance 
and the case will be heard later.

With all the pomp aud splendor attend- 
ing such an occasion, Archbishop Williams 
clad in the full robes of his office, sur- 
rounded by crowds of people both lay and 
ecclesiastical, laid the cornerstone of the 
St. Joseph's church of Needham to rest 
in mother earth on Sunday. A little after 
3 o'clock the Archbishop accompanied by 
the Rev. T. J. Danahy and thirty other 
priests drove over from Newton in hacks, 
and just at 3.30 the long procession 
marched slowly to the place where the 
ceremonies were to be held. 

After the ‘*Veni Creator”’ had been sung 
the Rev. Fr. O'Callaghan of South Boston 
ascended the temporary pulpit and for over 
an hour he preached an eloquent sermon, 
during which he continually referred to 
Fr. Danahy whose unlimited zeal and 
interest in his parishioners had succeeded 
in starting the first Catholic church in 
Needham, an event which marks a new 
epoch in the history of that town. 

At the conclusion of the sermon the 
ceremony of laying the stone was begun. 
A box hermetically sealed, containing 
copies of the Pilot, the Newton local press 
and rare coins was placed in the stone, 
and amid the intonation of the clergy and 
the chanting of the choir the corner stone 
of the first Catholic church of Needham 
was laid. 

The fact that the Rey. T. J. Danahy, 
formerly of this city is the pastor of the 
new church, served to attract many people 
from Quincy, and many West Quincy and 
Atlantic people also testified to the love 
and esteem in which the reverend pastor 
is held. The corner stone was the gift of 
McDonnell Bros, of this city.

M., 
Oct. 12. The latter are used only in the 
case of independent candidacies or where 
a party which did not poll three per cent. 
of the vote last year has nominated a 
a ticket, and they must contain the names 
of at least 1000 registered voters. 

For county and district offices, the filing 
dates are Oct. 15 for certificates of nomina- 
tion and Oct. 16 for nomination papers. 
One name for each 1000 votes cast in the 
district at the last election is required as an 
endorsement when the nomination is made 
nthe latter form, and in no case must 
the number of qualified indorsers fall 
below fifty. The Prohibitionists have 
filed a certificate for their State nominees, 
for they are a three per cent. party. The 
People’s and Socialist Labor parties will 


have to nominate their candidates by ob- 
taining 1000 signatures each. 

Under the old plan the Secretary of 
State was not required by law to furnish 
blanks for use in this way, but he did it in 
order to secure uniformity. Now he is re- 
quired to furnish them on application. 
Certificates of nomination for all offices 
but of Representative have been sent to 
the State Committees and those organiza- 
tions will distribute them among the loca 
bodies. The blank cirtificates of nomina- 
tion for Representatives are sent, under 
the law, to City and Town Clerks, from 
whom officers of conventions or caucuses 
can obtain them. Nomination papers are 
furnished only on application at the State 
House.
